Judge to rule Tuesday 
if Mora stands trial 
for Wilmes murder

an Francisco Municipal 
• Court Judge Ellen Chaitin 
• is expected to decide this 
Tuesday, November 24, whether 
Edgard Mora will stand trial for 
murder or a lesser charge in the 
March death of gay city resident 
Brian Wilmes, following a two- 
day preliminary hearing that 
concluded Tuesday, November 
17. Mora has pleaded not guilty 
to one count of murder and one 
charge of assault with force like¬ 
ly to produce great bodily injury 
against a witness. The murder 
charge carries a hate crime en¬ 
hancement. 

The prosecution, led by Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Murlene- 
Randle, argued that Mora should 
be tried on the murder and as¬ 
sault charges and rebuffed the 
defense’s argument that Mora 
was drunk and despondent over 
financial and child custody is¬ 
sues. Randle said there are no ex¬ 
cuses for the level of violence 
Mora exhibited the night of the 
incident, as described by wit¬ 
nesses for both sides. 

The courtroom was full with 
members of Mora’s family both 
days, outnumbering a couple of 
victim advocates from Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence 
(CUAV) and Mike Dreier, the 
owner of the Loading Dock bar. 
Jennifer Rakowski, from CUAV, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
she hopes community members 
will turn out in support of 
Wilmes on Tuesday when the 
Chaitin issues her ruling. 

Wilmes, 45, died March 14 
from head injuries suffered when 
he was allegedly punched by 
Mora, 26, in front of the Loading 
Dock bar on Mission Street the 
night of March 12. According to 
testimony at the hearing from 
Timothy Carroll, who was with 
Wilmes at the time of the attack, 
Mora yelled variations of the 
phrase “Do you want a piece of 
me, faggot” four times during 
the few minutes leading up to 


and following Mora’s single 
punch to Wilmes’s mouth. 
Wilmes was caught off balance 
and fell backward, hitting his 
head on the sidewalk. 

The judge was interested in 
the number of times Mora ut¬ 
tered the anti-gay epithets. 
“[Was] faggot used in a deroga¬ 
tory way more than once?” 
Chaitin asked Carroll. 

“Yes,” Carroll testified, before 
recounting each instance. 

Carroll, under questioning by 
Randle, testified of trying to 
avoid Mora, who was “very bois¬ 
terous and I’d say belligerent” as 
he and Wilmes crossed Mission 
Street on their way to the bar. 
“Then I heard a sound, a very 
loud crack that caused me to 
turn around,” Carroll testified. “I 
noticed Brian was somehow en¬ 
gaged with the individual. I saw 
Brian’s arms flail ... then Brian 
hit the ground.” 

Previous convictions 

A homeless man who got the 
license plate number of the car 
Mora was riding in also testified 
at the hearing; Michael Gillespie 
told the court he was hit on the 
back of the head by Mora, who 
then proceeded to kick a bus 
shelter, kick a passing bicyclist, 
kick a passing vehicle, and kick 
the door of the Jon Sims Center, 
before punching Wilmes. 

During the hearing, the judge 
heard from several prosecution 
witnesses and two defense wit¬ 
nesses, including Mora’s girl¬ 
friend Silvia Vanegas, the so- 
called mystery woman who 
drove Mora from the scene after 
the incident. Under questioning 
by defense attorney Robert Dun¬ 
lap, Vanegas testified that she 
didn’t see Mora punch Wilmes 
because she was closing a car 
window, but she saw Mora 
standing by Wilmes and yelled at 
him to get back in their car. 

According to Vanegas, Mora 
had been drinking heavily and 
was “acting wild” throughout the 
evening, jumping out of their car 
as it was moving along Mission 


Street before he jumped out 
again across the street from the 
Loading Dock. 

The defendant weighed ap¬ 
proximately 284 pounds at the 
time of his arrest shortly after the 
incident, which the prosecution 
pointed out during witness ques¬ 
tioning, since Mora lost weight 
for his court appearance and his 
suit hung on him loosely. 

Randle also offered into evi¬ 
dence Mora’s prior convictions 
for drunken driving in 1994 and 
1997; Randle argued that the de¬ 
fense was aware of the prior con¬ 
victions. 

Vanegas, a post office employ¬ 
ee, testified she’s been Mora’s 
girlfriend for two years and dur¬ 
ing that time, she’s never known 
him to harbor bias against gays 
or any minority group. She said 
Mora had drunk a bottle of pep¬ 
permint schnapps but she was 
driving as they went to see a 
movie in the city. They left the 
movie and Vanegas was driving 
them home when she had to stop 
the car on Mission Street across 
from the Loading Dock after 
Mora jumped out of the vehicle. 

She told the court Mora was 
worried after seeing television 
news reports on the attack, but 
she didn’t think it was the same 
incident because she was un¬ 
aware the Loading Dock was a 
gay bar. 

“He asked what had hap¬ 
pened to his hand. He didn’t re¬ 
member the events of the night 
before,” Vanegas testified. 

San Francisco Chief Medical 
Examiner Dr. Boyd Stevens testi¬ 
fied Wilmes died of a closed 
head injury. Dunlap elicited 
from Stevens an acknowledg¬ 
ment that Wilmes had metham- 
phetamine is his system when he 
died. ▼

Gay civil rights leader Rustin’s 
partner to present gifts, 
program at MCC-SF Sunday

H m etropolitan Community 
Hf! Church-San Francisco 
1 1 will welcome Walter Nae- 

gle, surviving life partner of Ba¬ 
yard Rustin this Sunday, Novem¬ 
ber 22. Naegle will present MCC- 
SF with two religious icons from 
Rustin’s estate at the 11 a.m. 
church service. Naegle will also 
present a program at 1 p.m. about 
Rustin’s life as a well-respected 
civil rights leader and an openly 
gay black man in the 1960s and 
1970s civil rights movement. 

Rustin was the chief organizer 
of the 1963 March on Washington, 


designed to rally support for civil 
rights legislation that was before 
Congress. When he spoke to gay 
organizations, a common theme of 
his speeches was encouragement 
for young people to come out to 
avoid problems of lying to oneself 
and one’s friends. He died on Au¬ 
gust 24,1987 in New York City. 

Rustin was a well-known col¬ 
lector of religious art and the Rev¬ 
erend Jim Mitulski, senior pastor 
of the church, said, “MCC-SF is 
extremely honored to receive this 
generous gift from the collection 
of one of the most important fig¬ 
ures in the struggle for racial and 
economic justice in this country.” 
The icons will be mounted in the 


church chapel. 

Of his work in the civil rights 
movement, Rustin once said, “The 
major aspect of the struggle with¬ 
in is determined without. If one 
gets out and begins to defend 
one’s rights and the rights of oth¬ 
ers, spiritual growth takes place. 
The proof that one truly believes 
is in action.” 

Mitulski said the public is wel¬ 
come to attend the dedication and 
program. T

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Coors down the drain

he Coors Brewing Company 
has redesigned its beer cans 
H to look like footballs, but 
San Francisco gay activists say 
they’re not playing the game. 

That was the message Monday, 
November 16 when community 
members poured Coors beer 
down the sewer in front of Har¬ 
vey’s bar in the Castro, to draw at¬ 
tention to the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation’s 
(GLAAD) decision earlier this 
year to accept $110,000 from 
Coors over the next two years. 
Spearheaded by activist Michael 
Petrelis, the event brought a slew 
of supporters and media atten¬ 
tion, although Petrelis has re¬ 
signed himself to the fact that 
GLAAD will not be returning any 
of the money. 

The company has been boy¬ 
cotted in the past for homopho¬ 
bic, racist, anti-union policies, as 
well as for funding right wing 
groups such as the Heritage Foun¬ 
dation. The former situation may 
have changed, but not the latter. 
The Coors Brewing Company 
now has a gay employee group, 
domestic partner benefits, and 
sensitivity training for all workers, 
but profits go to the Adolph Coors 
Foundation, which continues to 
give large amounts of money to 
anti-gay organizations. 

The “Coors Dump” on Mon¬ 
day was attended by Allan Baird, 
a straight retired Teamster and 
friend of the late Harvey Milk. 
The other speaker was Jerry 
Sloan, or Project Tocsin, an orga¬ 
nization that monitors right wing 
groups and their Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) 990 tax returns. 

“We then shook up the six 
pack of Coors beer, stood over the 
sewer hole at Castro and 18th 
streets, the proverbial heart of 
urban gay America, and poured 
foaming Coors into the gutter 
amid chants of ‘Drink Milk, 
Dump Coors,”’ Petrelis said. “We 
apologize for the purchase of 
Coors, which we obviously need¬ 
ed as a prop, and wish to let folks 
know we have donated $20, more 
than double the cost of the beer, |

to a homeless meals program in 
the Castro.” 

He added, “It was beyond my 
expectations in terms of commu¬ 
nity and media interest.” 

GLAAD to not apologize 

Scott Seomin, GLAAD’s enter¬ 
tainment media director in Los 
Angeles, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Joan Garry, the organi¬ 
zation’s executive director, has a 
January meeting with Peter 
Coors, and it’s “not a symbolic 
meeting.” 

“The decision to accept the 
money was not taken lightly,” 
Seomin said. “We looked at our 
own decision-making process.” 

The money, which GLAAD ac¬ 
cepted six months ago, will be 
used for the group’s sexual orien¬ 


tation in the workplace program. 
Most recently, GLAAD has com¬ 
pleted such a training for employ¬ 
ees of the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment. 

Seomin said that Coors Brew¬ 
ing Company was one of the first 
businesses in the country to adopt 
a non-discrimination policy that 
included sexual orientation in 
1978. He did acknowledge that 
the Coors foundation gives 
money to extreme right groups. 

“Education is the heart of 
progress. I wonder if the Coors 
Boycott Committee had an audi¬ 
ence with Peter Coors, how they’d 
approach it. They have not been 
civil. 

“GLAAD makes no apologies 
and we have no intention of return¬ 
ing the money,” said Seomin. V 


SF FTM activist Shadow Morton to 
receive Stonewall Award , $25l< grant

^ C an Francisco transgender 
, ; activist Shadow Morton was 
named Monday, November 
9 as one of four recipients of the 
annual Stonewall Awards for 
achievements on behalf of the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
communities. 

Morton, a female-to-male 
transsexual and a gay man, pro¬ 
fessionally manages housing for 
homeless people with HIV in San 
Francisco, and has a long history 
of advocacy and fundraising for 
people with AIDS/HIV, transgen¬ 
der issues, women’s health issues, 
and affordable housing. 

These issues are interconnect¬ 
ed, Morton told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, saying that “these are all 
about basic human rights and we 
all have them, although we have a 
tenuous grip on them.” 

The Stonewall .awards are 
based on nominations from an 
anonymous committee, and Mor¬ 
ton did not know in advance that 
he was being considered for the

award, which includes a $25,000 
grant. “I almost threw the letter 
away,” he told the B.A.R., thinking 
that it was a contest form letter. 
“But it came by Federal Express, 
so I gave it to my roommates to 
read it to make sure that it was 
real.” 

Morton expressed surprise 


that he was given the award, given 
that he likes “to be low key.” He 
told the B.A.R. that “I like to live 
up to my name [Shadow].” 

Recognition, not inclusion 

Morton thinks of his contribu¬ 
tions as being those of a team 
player and points out that for 
most of the projects on which he 
has worked, that there were many 
others who were also worthy of 
the award. “There are so many 
transgender people who deserve 
and need this money,” Morton 
noted. 

Such recognition is important 
for transgender people, Morton 
argues, because of the marginal¬ 
ization that the transgender and 
bisexual communities face in the 
larger gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender community. He is a 
strong advocate of coalition 
building, particularly between the 
transgender and bisexual com¬ 
munities who seek recognition in 
the queer community, but also be¬ 
tween all communities. 

“This isn’t about inclusion, its

Bell captain alleges 
discrimination, sexual 
harassment at Fairmont

l gay bell captain at San 
Francisco’s landmark Fair¬ 
mont Hotel was “construc¬ 
tively terminated” from his posi¬ 
tion September 30 after com¬ 
plaining of intolerable working 
conditions at the hotel. 

The Law Offices of Paul Wot- 
man filed a lawsuit against the 
Fairmont Hotel in San Francisco 
Superior Court Friday, November 
13, alleging gay discrimination, 
sexual harassment, and wrongful 
termination of bell captain Steven 
Billing. 

The suit alleges that from 
around June 1996 to September 
1998, Billing’s immediate supervi¬ 
sor, Jeffrey Cooper, subjected 
Billing to a pattern of harassment, 
discrimination, and inappropriate 
touching. 

Cooper, who was in charge of 
the Fairmont’s concierge service 
at the time of Billing’s termina¬ 
tion, is named along with the 
Fairmont Hotel as defendant in 
the suit. 

According to the complaint, 
Cooper repeatedly called Billing 
“fruit” and “faggot,” and told 
Billing that he should dress in 
drag so that other employees 
could “take turns screwing him,” 
according to Billing’s attorney 
Tyler Shaw. 

The complaint further alleges 
that Billing was subjected to vari¬ 
ous comments regarding sexual 
positions, group sex, masturba¬ 
tion, genitalia, anal sex, and penis 
size. 

The suit states that on several 


occasions Cooper gestured to¬ 
ward male guests in the Fair¬ 
mont’s lobby and made com¬ 
ments to Billing about guests’ but¬ 
tocks and genitalia, suggesting 
that Billing engage in sex with the 
patrons. Billing was also allegedly 
pushed, shoved, and provoked. 

Cooper is said to have stroked 
Billing on the head, to have run 
his fingers through Billing’s hair, 
to have patted him on the stom¬ 
ach, and to have wrapped his arm 
around Billing’s torso. 

Cooper apparently comment¬ 
ed about Billing to other Fair¬ 
mont employees, stating “where’s 
the fruit,” and “where’s the fag¬ 
got?” Cooper also asked Billing in 
the presence of other Fairmont 
e’mployees questions like “are 
your panties ruffled” and “when 
was the last time you had a real 
wild romp?” 

Emotionally devastated 

Billing had worked at the Fair¬ 
mont since 1992, when he began 
as a bellman and was shortly 
thereafter promoted to bell cap¬ 
tain. He had received awards for 
his excellent work and “outstand¬ 
ing employment performance,” 
according to attorney Shaw. 

“Steven has been emotionally 
devastated by this,” Shaw told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “He’s very con¬ 
cerned that these [complaints! 
will jeopardize his future employ¬ 
ment opportunities, and he’s very 
sensitive about the matter.” 

Billing was finally terminated 
after his complaints to manage¬ 
ment of intolerable working con¬ 
ditions. 

The full charges in violation of

the California Labor Code in the 
suit include sexual orientation ha¬ 
rassment and sexual orientation 
discrimination. Charges in viola¬ 
tion of the California Govern¬ 
ment Code include retaliation 
and sexual harassment. Charges 
in violation of public policy in¬ 
clude wrongful constructive ter¬ 
mination, as well as charges of as¬ 
sault; battery; and intentional in¬ 
fliction of emotional distress.

Benefit for prostitution 
decriminalization Sat.

W' his Saturday, November 21, 
the U.S. Prostitutes Collec- 
I! tive (U.S. Pros) will sponsor 
“Rock for Decrim,” a benefit sup¬ 
porting the group’s petition drive 
calling for the implementation of 
the recommendations of the San 
Francisco Task Force on Prostitu¬ 
tion. The event, which will take 
place at Pier 5 Embarcadero, will 
feature refreshments, live music 
and entertainment, and a DJ. 

The task force was convened in 
March 1994 by then-supervisor 
Terence Hallinan and was charged 
with investigating prostitution in 
the city and recommending “social 
and legal reforms which would 
best respond to the city’s needs 
while using city resources more ef¬ 
ficiently.” The 28-member task 
force consisted of sex workers, po¬ 
lice and legal officials, representa¬ 
tives of women’s organizations, 
health advocates, social services 
workers, government officials and 
neighborhood representatives; six 
neighborhood representatives re¬ 
signed because they disagreed 
with the majority’s stance in favor 


of decriminalization. 

On August 1, 1996, the task 
force released its final report, 
which recommended that existing 
city ordinances concerning litter, 
noise, and traffic be used to deal 
with “quality of life” issues, rather 
than prostitution-specific laws. 
The report emphasized the prob¬ 
lem of violence against prosti¬ 
tutes, including police harass¬ 
ment. The task force made a dis¬ 


tinction between forced and vol¬ 
untary prostitution, and called on 
the city to “vigorously enforce 
laws against coercion, blackmail, 
kidnapping, restraining an indi¬ 
vidual’s freedom of movement, 
fraud, rape, and violence, regard¬ 
less of the victim’s status as a sex 
worker.” The report also recom¬ 
mended the expansion of health 
services for sex workers, including

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The death of commitment 


• v ost B.A.R. readers will be scanning 
: these words as a judge makes a deci- 
sion affecting the San Francisco gay 
and lesbian community: whether to down¬ 
grade charges against the killer of a gay man 
to manslaughter, or to make him stand trial 
on murder charges. As Cynthia Laird reports 
in this issue, Edgard Mora appeared in court 
Monday and Tuesday in the first hearing on 
the eight-month old killing of Brian Wilmes. 

We, along with the author of the guest 
opinion column below, are very concerned 
that the community turned its back on 
Wilmes; Mora was amply supported in the 
courtroom, but there was no queer pres¬ 
ence, except for the gays and lesbians who 
had to be there: a reporter and Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV) workers. 
When Wilmes died from the injuries Mora 
inflicted outside the Loading Dock bar, the 
community reacted with horror, outrage, 
and the question over and over again: 

How do we prevent this from happening 
ever again? 

None of the answers were wholly satis¬ 
fying, although some (whistle campaigns, 
self-defense classes) seemed better than oth¬ 
ers (carrying concealed weapons). Com¬ 
munity members asked CUAV to help, cops 
to help, District Attorney Terence Hallinan 
to help, and so on. Vows were made to help 
each other; they sounded sincere, and they 
probably were, but when the time came to 
help, they had vanished without a whisper. 

It is too late to help save Brian Wilmes’s 
life. But it is not too late to make sure his 
death hasn’t been meaningless. 

Now we have to wonder: what was all the 
talking, speechifying, singing, poetry reading 
and marching for Matthew Shepard about? 
Were all the words (and dancing) really just 
auditions for wannabe performers - which, 
frankly, is what a lot of them seemed like (it 
must be said, we include politicos among the 
“performer” category) or did those people 
Care one-tenth as much as they said? 

Just to be sure, the B.A.R. ran a story last 
week reminding people of the hearing; that 
followed the first story on the hearing date 
by several weeks. We thought that would 
give everyone a chance to set aside some 
time to attend. Were we wrong, or does no¬ 
body give a shit about a dead fag, even in 
our own community? 

Obviously it’s easier for people to appear at 
a weekend march than a weekday hearing; ob¬ 
viously a dreary old courtroom is less fun than 
a cruisy, cozy march; obviously there are a lot of 
reasons people felt they couldn’t get to the Hall 


of Justice. But with so many obvious reasons 
that should have compelled people to attend, 
it’s sad to see so little interest in the case of a real 
life gaybashing killer in our own back yard. 

Next week the community will mark the 
murder of Harvey Milk and George 
Moscone with another march. Al¬ 
though it has dwindled in size over 
the years, the coming publicity 
about the assassinations’ 20th an- , 
niversary will probably ensure it is 
well-attended (and excessively ver¬ 
bal, probably, with speakers de¬ 
nouncing violence before moving on to 
the topic that really interests them most 
- themselves - but we intend to 
start marching the second it 
degenerates into a long poet- 
ry/dance/songcycle fest again). 

That’s good, but we’d sure like to see a few of 
those marchers in court this Tuesday when 
Mora gets his decision. 

Now, having said'that, we also have to 
complain about the continued inaction of 
CUAV to provide whistles or self-defense to 
a community that desperately needs them. A 
campaign to distribute whistles in bars, sim¬ 
ilar to the one Stop AIDS Project set up to 
pass out condoms, should be relatively cheap 
and easy for CUAV to establish - if it’s really 
serious about it. If not, perhaps another 


group, such as the Intergroup Clearinghouse 
or even Stop AIDS; it isn’t about turf, it’s 
about safety, could show CUAV how to do it. 

CUAV representatives do a lot of good 
work, it must be said, but too much of it is re¬ 
active instead of proactive. Yes, the group is to 
be commended for assisting victims with pa¬ 
perwork, but by now we should have 
learned from fighting the AIDS epi¬ 
demic that prevention is better than 
treatment. Arid prevention is best tack¬ 
led with a multi-pronged approach. In 
this case it means whistles, self-defense 
classes, lobbying, school speaker bu¬ 
reaus (which CUAV already does, 
splendidly), and community 
meetings to increase awareness. 
Perhaps some of the latter 
might have raised the visibility 
of Mora’s court appearance, and more people 
might have taken the time and made the ef¬ 
fort to appear for a victim who can’t. 

Because a strong community presence is 
also a means of prevention. Some people 
might cynically believe that no amount of 
gay spectators will stop the next gaybasher 
from punching his next victim; that may be 
true, but look at it the other way. The lack of 
outrage may be just the signal that the next 
Edgard Mora needs to believe he can get 
away with murder. ▼ 




Are we family?

% H Jf hat is a family? Families have par¬ 
s' t ties, go to weddings, have barbe¬ 
ll ff cues, go to funerals, and support 
their own when accused of murder.... The 
gay family does Halloween, Gay Pride, and 
Folsom Street Fair, rallies against crimes, 
marches to show our outrage, screams at 
the heavens, and ... 

I have just spent the last two days at¬ 
tending the preliminary hearing for the de¬ 
fendant in the death of Brian Wilmes. This 
hearing is the forum where the state pre¬ 
sents its evidence concerning the facts of the 
crime and its severity. Based on this presen¬ 
tation, the judge rules whether the defen¬ 
dant will stand trial and on what charges. 

As the owner of Loading Dock bar, I was 
subpoenaed to testify. I was notified on Fri¬ 
day that my testimony would not be need¬ 
ed and therefore was not required to attend. 
From the first night of this horrible inci¬ 
dent, I knew that it would be important to 
me personally to be informed of the court 
dates and the progress of the case. I vowed 
at that time to attend any and all court 
dates. 

I have attended the last two days alone ! 

With the exception of the members of 
the press acting in official capacity and a 
representative of Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV), there was not one 
other gay person remembering the memo¬ 


ry of a fallen brother in the courtroom. 

No one to listen as Brian was continual¬ 
ly referred to as “the body on the ground.” 
No one to hear the defense’s attempts to 
make him responsible for his own death be¬ 
cause he had “a glass of wine and probably 
a few beers,” making him unsteady. ... Or 
his friend’s description of the awful sound 
that caused him to turn around in time to 
see Brian collapsing to the ground. ... To 
listen to the coroner’s report describ¬ 
ing his fractured skull. To hear the 
defendant, who had consumed 
enough alcohol to put him into a 
drunken rage, be described as a 
“victim” because of all the tragedy 
in his life. Or to hear that he held 
no hatred of any type toward any 
group of people, especial¬ 
ly gay people ... and then 
hear two separate wit¬ 
nesses tell of hearing 
Brian and his companion that night being 
called faggot and bitches'. 

Or to hear the frightening detail of the 
defendant standing over Brian as he lay un¬ 
conscious and dying, blood running out of 
his mouth, taunting him: “You still want a 
piece of me faggotr 

And all the while I sat alone wondering 
where our family - Brian’s family was? Dur¬ 
ing most of the hearing I was surrounded 
by the defendant’s family, at times as many 
as 40 people from one- and two-year old 
nieces and nephews, cousins his own age, 


parents and aunts and uncles, and - judg¬ 
ing from age - most likely his grandparents. 
Four generations there to support their 
family member ... right or wrong. 

Monday I went to McDonald’s for lunch 
by myself. How nice it would have been to 
have had a shoulder to cry or lean on. 
Someone to discuss the outrage with. Just 
one other person to know that our family 
cared for a dead member as much as they 
did for theirs ! We demand that we be treat¬ 
ed as equals, yet we have a lot to learn. We 
would hope and believe that the judge in 
the case is fair and just, that she 
will rule according to the facts. 
But what message do we send 
when the victim is all but for¬ 
gotten by his own gay family 
and left to have the sys¬ 
tem speak for him? The 
presence of Brian’s gay 
family in the court room 
might have at least sent the message that we 
do care about our own and we do value 
each person of our family and that we will 
be involved. 

It is time to start acting as members of a 
family, with all of its warts and inconve¬ 
niences: report a crime, be a witness, help a 
victim, find a way to serve as a juror - not a 
way to get out of it, be as adamant about the 
harsh side of life as the fun side, get involved, 
be an equal! 

Maybe then we can truly start to say, “ We 
are family /” T 
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Got Milk Money? 

Thank you for shedding light on the complex 
problems of homelessness and economic homoge¬ 
nization in the Castro neighborhood. Though all of 
us who love the Castro may hold slightly (or even ex¬ 
tremely) different opinions on the causes of, and po¬ 
tential remedies for, the problems faced here and 
throughout the city, I appreciate your consistent at¬ 
tention to these difficult issues and thank you for pro¬ 
viding a space where we may air our differences and 
explore common ground. 

I am writing to let you know about one particular 
strategy that other cities, towns, and communities 
have implemented, fairly successfully, to energize 
their local economies and alleviate some of these so¬ 
cial and economic problems: mutual credit systems, 
which are methods of infusing old-fashioned gift 
economies (such as barter exchanges) with modern 
velocity and efficiency of communication. ' 
Because the dollars we use are created by bank 
loan, they are always leaking interest back to a bank 
when we circulate them; thus, they provide an incen¬ 
tive to hoard currency instead of circulating it in 
trade. Local currencies, which do not bear interest, 
are always sufficient, so there is no incentive to hoard 
them. And yes, they’re legal: As long as the money it¬ 
self does not look confusingly similar to U.S. Federal 
Reserve notes, and as long as all income tax is paid in 
U.S. Federal Reserve currency, these systems are com¬ 
pletely legal, and are well-established in many areas. 

Mutual credit systems provide a catalyst 
for local trade, so more resources are cir¬ 
culated throughout a community, and 
social bonds develop among the partici¬ 
pants. A Castro neighborhood currency 
- “Milk Money” in honor of the “Mayor of 
Castro Street?” - would encourage local 
people to trade more freely with each 
other, thereby developing new friend¬ 
ships and business relationships. 

For example, a retiree could sell a few 
hours of dog-walking every week for local money, 
and then spend it at the neighborhood movie theater 
or a neighbor’s garage sale. Someone could teach 
piano lessons two hours a week, and receive some 
computer instruction for one hour a week, without 
worrying about dollars and cents. Even a poor per¬ 
son on the street, who may not be “creditworthy” or 
employable by traditional standards, could partici¬ 
pate by agreeing to sweep the sidewalk in front of a 
restaurant in the morning, in return for credit that he 
or she could use to purchase basic necessities from a 
local merchant. 

Local businesses could choose to accept it during 
off-hours, or for a certain percentage of any given sale 
(akin to the small print attached to frequent-flyer 
miles, coupons, and scrip systems). Some chain stores 
might also choose to accept local money in order to 
move more merchandise and build good will in the 
community, but the money itself keeps circulating in 
the local economy, not in some far-away bank. Freed 
from unnecessary (and corrosive) economic anxiety- 
“money is scarce and must be hoarded” - people are 
better able, and more willing, to exchange their tal¬ 
ents and surplus goods. The result is a strengthened 
community and a vibrant local economy. 

This neighborhood has no shortage of talent or 
good will; I believe an exchange system here could 
provide a fertile habitat for the growth of local friend¬ 
ships and business relationships, and perhaps even 
help lighten some of the demand for basic social ser¬ 
vices. 

More details about these systems are available on¬ 
line at http://www.transaction.net/money, which in¬ 
cludes a online conference where people talk about 
their experiences with local currency. Perhaps if there 
is sufficient interest, neighborhood leaders could hold 
a forum where local merchants, residents, and com¬ 
munity groups could consider what kinds of units 
(hours, perhaps) and accounting methods (central 
registry, paper money, cheque, etc.) might be appro¬ 
priate for this community.

When I wrote a letter regarding the compassion¬ 
less disregard of the poor by some in the Castro (Who 
Owns The Castro? November 5), I knew B.A.R. would 
receive a few letters attacking my viewpoint, but I 
never would have guessed the one letter published in 
opposition would come from no other than Stephan 
Edwards, “Mr. San Francisco Leather 1998.” 

Mr. Edwards, whose “24-hour a day” home is the 
Castro, naively assumed that since my mailing address 
is in Pacifica, I had no connection to the Castro, and 
therefore had no reason to complain, lest he come to 
Pacifica and tell me how to live. Indeed. Mr. Edwards 
does not know that I spend, on an average day, 10 
waking hours in the Castro, five days a week, and 
sometimes the weekends, working barely above the 
minimum wage, and then reinvesting that money 
back into the community at Valley Pride, Superstar 
18, Books, Inc., Badlands, and so on. 

Let’s break down Mr. Edward’s day. Eight hours of 
sleep, eight hours at his job doing nails off Market, 
two hours eating and defecating, and six on his hair. 
I think I see more of the real Castro than Mr. Edwards 
does. True, I can’t afford to live in one of those beau¬ 
tiful Victorians up 19th, but neither can most of the 
people who make the Castro function, namely the 
workers. We have been pushed out of our homes and 
out of the city. Now they want to push us out of the 
Castro. This is part of the problem I am addressing. 
The Castro isn’t just a neighborhood any longer and 
I think we all know that. The Castro is our 
safe space, it is our place of history, it is 
where we convene with our dead, it is our 
meeting place, and it is political. When 
bigots want to target us, where do they 
come? I feel, and I’m not alone, that I de¬ 
serve a say in how the neighborhood is 
run because I am queer, whether I live 
1 there, work there, or just spend my 
weekends there. Why should the privi¬ 
leged be the only ones who have the safe 
space (lord knows, they think they deserve it more.)? 
That safe space wasn’t just built by them. They have 
robbed it, with the help of parasitic Realtors and land¬ 
lords, from the working class fags and dykes who pro¬ 
vide the muscle for the movement.

Many gay men and women died to make that dream 
come true for us, their inheritors, and to steal it away, 
through exorbitant rent or laws attacking the home¬ 
less, is a betrayal and an insult.

Working after the vigils 

I think that candlelight vigils, with a few hours of 
sadness, weeping, anger and outrage, are a good 
thing. These things get on television and everybody 
feels better. We have done something. 

But I think that we constantly need to remind our 
queer and non-queer friends and enemies about the 
murderous attacks and the physical and verbal threats 
against us. Certainly these murders, attacks and as¬ 
saults will not stop with statewide and national hate 
crime laws that include sexual orientation. However, 
passage of such laws would be a recognition of a 
problem which many of us acknowledge. It is impor¬ 
tant for us to remember that queers are not the only 
targets of hate crimes and that people of color and 
other different people are also targets of the haters.

New trial for Mumia

This movement is now joined by the new Chancellor 
of Germany, the President of Italy and many other 
leaders and organizations around the world includ¬ 
ing Amnesty International, Human Rights Watch, 
The ACLU, FAIR, and many others. 

It is obvious from the facts that Mumia did not re¬ 
ceive anything resembling a fair trial. 

Mumia Abu-Jamal was a Philadelphia radio jour¬ 
nalist and recipient of a Major Armstrong award for 
journalism. He was the president of the Association of 
Black Journalists in Philadelphia. Seventeen years ago 
he was accused of killing a Philadelphia police offi¬ 
cer. He was convicted of this crime and has been on 
death row ever since.

The officer 
was shot with a .44 caliber bullet. Mumia’s gun was a

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Gore, Bush early 
2000 favorites

i| || ot only did the November 
' 3 off-year general election 
? ' produce a few surprises - 
Republicans’ unexpectedly poor 
showing and a resurgence in the 
political fortunes of President 
Bill Clinton and his party - it 
also made it perfectly clear who 
the current front-runners are for 
the two major parties’ 2000 pres¬ 
idential nominations. 

Vice President Al Gore, with 
political pay-back chits galore 
from successful Democratic can¬ 
didates across the country, is 
off and running for his 
party’s nomination to 
succeed Clinton. Only 
weeks ago the veep was 
expecting to battle 
House Minority 

Leader Richard 

Gephardt for the 
Democratic 
party nod in 
2000, but 
Gephardt is 
less likely run for president now 
that the party has picked up five 
House seats and only needs six 
more in the next general election 
to take control. 

Those close to Gephardt say 
he has long wanted to be speaker, 
and would prefer to take that job 
if Democrats regain control of 
the House. A run for president 
would require him to raise mil¬ 
lions of dollars in a fight with 
Gore, and his likely decision to 
stay focused on the speaker job 
will help clear the way for a more 
united party behind the vice 
president in 2000. A maverick 
Democrat or two could still enter 
the sweepstakes - possibly Jesse 
Jackson, Minnesota Senator 
Paul Wellstone , or another long 
shot - but clearly Gore is now the 
Democrat to beat for the nomi¬ 
nation. Most party leaders as¬ 
sume that, barring some political 
mishap that Gore is not likely to 
make, it’s all his in 2000. 

Some Democratic party bro¬ 
kers are already suggesting possi¬ 
ble running mates for Gore, in¬ 
cluding California’s new gover¬ 
nor, Gray Davis; Indiana’s new 
senator, Evan Bayh; and New 
York’s new senator, Charles 
Schumer. Some party strategists 
who think a woman should be on 
the 2000 ticket are reportedly 
holding out for Senator Dianne 
Feinstein, and the senior Cali¬ 
fornia senator is known to be a 
favorite of Gore’s. 

Among Republicans, the 
party favorite has to be Texas 
Governor George W. Bush, 
who won re-election in that po¬ 
litically important state Novem¬ 
ber 3 by doing something few 
other Republicans have figured 
out how to do - he won big 
among Hispanic voters, taking 
nearly half of that vote; received 
nearly three-quarters of the fe¬ 
male vote; attracted one third of 
the voters in Texas who call 
themselves Democrats; and won 
six of every 10 self-described in¬ 
dependent voters. 

However, Bush’s associates say 
he has genuine misgivings about 
running for president in 2000, 
and even with his current high 
spot in GOP hearts he wouldn’t 
take the nod without a fight from 
others like former Tennessee gov¬ 
ernor Lamarr Alexander, mil¬ 
lionaire publisher Steve Forbes, 


former veep Dan Quayle, and a 
couple of ambitious House 
members. Early betting has it 
that if Bush should win the GOP 
nod in 2000, he, too, would pos¬ 
sibly look to a woman as his vice 
president choice; the choice 
would likely be narrowed to New 
Jersey Governor Christine Todd 
Whitman or Elizabeth Dole, 
wife of the 1994 presidential 
nominee. Leading male possibil¬ 
ities for the second spot on a 
Bush ticket include New York 
Governor George Pataki and 
Pennsylvania Governor Tom 
Ridge; some wouldn’t even rule 
out George Bush’s brother, 
the newly elected gov¬ 
ernor of Florida, Jeb 
Bush. 

Both Bush and 
Gore have the names 
and the ability to 
raise the necessary big 
bucks, and if you asked 
insiders to bet 
on the likely 
choices to re¬ 
place Clinton 
in the year 2000, most would tell 
you that a Gore-Bush race is the 
safest bet - for now. But two 
years can be a long time in presi¬ 
dential politics and “outsiders” 
whose names have not even been 
mentioned yet could change the 
game before the early March 
2000 primaries. 

Politics and people 

Only 36 percent of Americans 
voted November 3 - fewer than 
any election since 1942 - but the 
results put to rest any notion that 
a low voter turnout always bene¬ 
fits the Republicans: turnout was 
down in California, where De¬ 
mocrat Davis won the guberna¬ 
torial race, and also in another 
large state, New York, where De¬ 
mocrats defeated a longtime 
GOP U.S. senator. 

Okay, so the 1998 election was 
no “Year of the Woman,” but it 
was not all that bad: women 
gained two House seats, for a 
record 56, while holding steady 
with nine U.S. Senate seats and 
three governorships. In one his¬ 
toric milestone, Democrat 
Tammy Baldwin, who won a 
Wisconsin open-seat race, be¬ 
came the first openly lesbian 
woman elected to Congress join¬ 
ing Representatives Barney 
Frank and Jim Kolbe. (Now if 
those two others would just come 
out of the closet, D.C. could have 
a new gay/lesbian house caucus.) 
Baldwin not only became the 
first openly gay non-incumbent 
to win a federal office, but also 
the first woman that state has 
ever sent to Congress. 

And although lesbian Colonel 
Grethe Cammermeyer lost in a 
close race for Washington state’s 
2nd district congressional seat, 
the retired U.S. Army officer who 
became a celebrity when she was 
dismissed from the military after 
disclosing her sexuality (but was 
later reinstated) is now the fa¬ 
vorite to win the seat in two 
years, upon the retirement of the 
Republican who edged her out. 

Closer to home, the gay and 
lesbian community lost one voice 
on the S.F. Community College 
Board when Andrea Shorter, 
Mayor Willie Brown’s ap¬ 
pointee, failed to get re-elected. 

The San Francisco consultant 
firm of Staton and Hughes came 
out a big winner on November 3, 


winning 10 of its 11 races, in¬ 
cluding the San Jose mayor’s 
race; Berkeley mayor’s race; con¬ 
gressional winners, including 
Mike Thompson (D-lst Con¬ 
gressional District), Ellen 
Tauscher (D-lOth), and Anna 
Eshoo (D-14th); and the hard- 
fought race for state superinten¬ 
dent of public instruction, where 
incumbent Delaine Eastin won. 

East Bay Democrat Don Per- 
ata was re-elected to the Assem¬ 
bly and elected to the state Sen¬ 
ate November 3; Perata was al¬ 
ready on the ballot for re-elec¬ 
tion to the Assembly before the 
Senate seat became vacant. Pera¬ 
ta is resigning the Assembly seat 
immediately to take the upper 
house seat, and a special Assem¬ 
bly election will be held in Feb¬ 
ruary. Oakland’s outgoing Mayor 
Elihu Harris is the early favorite 
to take that Assembly seat, which 
he held before becoming mayor. 

Governor-elect Davis’s big 
win has already started the job 
gossip (16 years has been a very 
long time to wait, folks) and one 
current rumor has the new gov¬ 
ernor appointing longtime S.F. 
Public Defender Jeff Brown to 
a judgeship at the first opportu¬ 
nity. Mayor Brown would then 
appoint Kim Burton, the head 
of the Mayor’s Criminal Justice 
Council (and the daughter of 
state Senator John Burton) to 
the job of Public Defender. (Wait 
until this rumor hits the P.D.’s of¬ 
fice on 7th Street!). 

Also, those supposedly in the 
know predict that Supervisor 
Jose Medina is surely headed 
for a Davis post in Sacramento. 

The November 3 election was 
a bad day for those who kissed up 
to the Christian right in Califor¬ 
nia - senate candidate Matt 
Fong, gubernatorial candidate 
Dan Lungren, treasurer candi¬ 
date Curt Pringle, and Orange 
County state Senator Rob Hurtt 
(long a bankroller of right-wing 
candidates) - all took a drub¬ 
bing. A local Republican friend 
of mine predicted, while be¬ 
moaning the Democratic Party 
win in the state, “Despite all this, 
the Republicans will never let 
loose of their position on the 
abortion issue, one that beats us 
every time.” 

Meanwhile, I’m told that 
Newt Gingrich,Trent Lott, and 

others in the Republican leader¬ 
ship in D.C. are standing in a cir¬ 
cular firing squad and blaming 
each other for what their party 
didn’t do this election year. Ex¬ 
cuse those of us who are smiling 
a bit, but if Lott had spent less 
time talking about those “klepto¬ 
maniac” gays and blocking the 
appointment of gay ambas¬ 
sadors, and more time thinking 
about what the American voter 
really cares about, his coveted 
“leadership” job wouldn’t be in 
jeopardy when the GOP House 
caucus meets next. 

Since the heat in the kitchen 
also got a bit to warm for Newt - 
he’s not only stepping down as 
house speaker, but is resigning 
his congressional seat as well - 
maybe we could convince his les¬ 
bian sister Candace Gingrich to 
move to Atlanta and run in the 
special election. 

Finally, don’t tell Mayor 
Brown about this, but I saw two 
guys on Castro Street the other 
day with “Tom Ammiano for 
Mayor” T-shirts. T 
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Election ’98 coverage misses ‘gay vote’

p j I hile the 1998 elections 
held both triumphs (the 
election of Tammy Bald¬ 
win from Wisconsin as the first 
openly lesbian candidate ever 
elected to the U.S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives) and setbacks (the 
passage of constitutional hurdles 
to the freedom to marry in both 
Alaska and Hawaii), one might 
have never known about these 
gains and losses from the scarce 
mention of our issues in the ma¬ 
jority of election coverage. 

The lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) press did a 
tremendous job covering the is¬ 
sues and candidates, but most 
mainstream outlets gave little or 
passing reference to the landmark 
results across the country. Those 
included the aforementioned 
votes in Hawaii and Alaska and 
the election of Baldwin; the defeat 
of openly lesbian candidates Mar- 
garethe Cammermeyer (Washing¬ 
ton state) and Christine Kehoe 
(California) for the U.S. House of 
Representatives, and the re-elec¬ 
tion of openly gay Representative 
Barney Frank (D-Massachusetts) 
and Representative Jim Kolbe (R- 
Arizona). In addition, many out¬ 
lets neglected to cover the pivotal 
role that LGBT voters played in 
significant races, including the de¬ 
feat of Matt Fong for California 
senator, and Representative 
Charles Schumer’s election to the 
U.S. Senate in New York. 

An off-year election might 


seem less important than a presi¬ 
dential year, but in fact this year, 
many local, state and congres¬ 
sional races, as well as local and 
state ballot initiatives were closely 
watched by many. From major 
newsweeklies such as Time, 
Newsweek, and U.S. News and 
World Report to local newspapers, 
from the major networks to 
local television news - ignoring 
these important contests does 
not only a disservice to their 
LGBT consumers, but 
their audience as a 
whole. In addition, the 
conspicuous lack of 
coverage leads the audi¬ 
ence at large to believe 
that our issues are 
somehow less impor¬ 
tant than others in 
contention this year. 

A high point was coverage 
from the Associated Press, which 
ran a mostly inclusive voter exit 
poll, asking respondents whether 
they identified as lesbian, gay, or 
bisexual (although they did not 
include transgender individuals). 
While the number seemed low 
(only 4 percent responded “yes”), 
nonetheless, AP should be com¬ 
mended for their “vote for diver¬ 
sity.” 

In addition, AP’s Wednesday, 
November 4 story “Voters in Alas¬ 
ka, Hawaii, Colorado deals gay- 
rights a setback” rounded up the 
various local and state rights ini¬ 
tiatives, in addition to the Alaska 
and Hawaii freedom to marry ref¬ 
erenda. 

It would be impossible to list 
all of the outlets which neglected 


or gave short shrift to the election 
issues of most concern to us. If 
your local media neglected im¬ 
portant races or issues that were 
of concern to the LGBT commu¬ 
nity, you should let them know 
that it was irresponsible and un¬ 
appreciated.

(Many 
newspapers and televi¬ 
sion stations have on¬ 
line response forms 
and e-mail addresses 
that can be found by 
searching the web by 
their call letters (e.g., 
“KNOO-TV” or pub¬ 
lication names). In 
order for us to be sure 
that coverage is inclu¬ 
sive, it is essential that outlets 
know that their readers and view¬ 
ers insist upon the inclusion of 
pertinent LGBT issues in their re¬ 
porting. Just as you make your 
vote count, you can make your 
voice heard.

LGBTs out of the closet 
and in the Rear Window 

This Sunday, November 22 at 
9 p.m., ABC will air a television 
remake of the 1954 Alfred Hitch¬ 
cock thriller Rear Window, which 
now includes a gay couple, played 
by Marc Holzman and David 
Pittu. The movie, starring 


Christopher Reeve and Daryl 
Hannah, tells the story of a man 
paralyzed after a serious car acci¬ 
dent, who spends hours watching 
his neighbors from his apartment 
window. Eventually, he believes he 
has witnessed a brutal murder. 
Numerous camera pans across the 
apartment building reveal several 
couples, including a gay male cou¬ 
ple who are affectionately shown 
feeding each other, having a din¬ 
ner party and playing charades 
with a lesbian couple. 

Reeve’s reaction to all the cou¬ 
ples seems to signal his own char¬ 
acter’s feelings of isolation and 
loneliness after his accident. He 
perceives the close bond and af¬ 
fection the gay couple has towards 
one another no differently than 
any of the other couples he views 
from his window. Their sexual 
orientation is simply not an issue. 

Tune in to Rear Window and 
acknowledge the producers and 
ABC for recognizing the reality 
and visibility of lesbians and gay 
men as part of our neighbor¬ 
hoods and communities.

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Is there a heaven 
for scientists?

P s there an afterlife? Yes, accord¬ 
ing to the traditional teachings 
il of several faiths. But for homos 
like you and me it may not be a 
pleasant one. Pushing rocks up 
slopes for all eternity - that kind 
of thing. 

In rebellion against these 
teachings, some gays and lesbians 
switch their allegiance to gay-af¬ 
firmative churches 
and temples, where 
queers have the same 
shot at salvation as everyone 
else. Others abandon their be¬ 
lief in an afterlife altogether. If 
you happen to be a brain scien¬ 
tist, as I am, you’ll be 
doubly driven in that 
direction. For most 
brain scientists see the 

mind as nothing more _ 

than the operation of 
the brain, and how could the 
mind possibly continue to exist 
after the brain is eaten by worms? 

Yet, in one of the most surpris¬ 
ing developments in an entire 
century of surprising science, 
some scientists now claim to see 
the possibility, perhaps even the 
inevitability, of life after death. 
The evidence comes, not from 
brain science or near-death expe¬ 
riences or religious teachings, but 
from quantum mechanics (QM). 

How to explain QM in an 850- 
word column? Basically, QM says 
that, at the level of small particles 
such as photons (units of light or 
other radiation), events can only 
be described in terms of probabil¬ 
ities. As a photon leaves a lamp, 
for example, it does not go in one 


particular direction: rather, it goes 
in all possible directions, though 
with differing probabilities. The 
mathematical expression describ¬ 
ing this behavior is called the pho¬ 
ton’s wave function. If, however, 
we perform any observation or 
measurement of the photon, we 
will see that it has moved along 
only one of all its possible paths - 
generally one of the most proba¬ 
ble paths. In other words, the act 
of observation causes the pho¬ 
ton’s wave function 
to “collapse” to a 
unique solution. 
This strange behavior 
of photons was first observed in 
the 1920s. Later it was found 
that larger particles, such as 
atoms, behave in the 
same way. It’s believed 
that much larger ob¬ 
jects, including human 
beings and even the 
entire universe, show 
the same behavior, although it’s 
far beyond our capabilities to 
demonstrate that experimentally. 
But the acceptance of QM raises a 
difficult question: how does ob¬ 
servation cause a wave function to 
collapse? After wrestling with this 
problem for decades, one school 
of physicists has concluded that 
wave functions do not in fact col¬ 
lapse at all, but only seem to the 
observer to do so. 

The no-collapse interpretation 
of QM is a profound challenge to 
our intuitive understanding of the 
world around us, for it implies 
that all possible outcomes of an 
event actually happen. You did 
and you did not graduate from 
college. You came out as gay and 
you stayed in the closet. Our uni- 
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verse must keep branching into 
countless new universes in which 
the various outcomes of each 
event are played out. You exist in 
many of these universes, but to 
each copy of you only one uni¬ 
verse is apparent. That universe 
will likely be one of the most 
probable universes in which you 
can exist - i.e., a universe with 
simple, constant physical laws 
permitting the evolution of 
human beings, with few or no 
“miracles” along the way. 

What happens, then, when we 
die? One scientist who has 
thought about this from a QM 
perspective is artificial-intelli¬ 
gence researcher Hans Moravec of 
Carnegie-Mellon University in 
Pittsburgh. When I visited 
Moravec’s lab recently, he laid out 
his belief that consciousness is not 
a physical entity but a matter of 
interpretation: we are free to view 
humans (and computers) as di¬ 
rected either by thought or by 
electrical circuits. After we die, ac¬ 
cording to Moravec, there are still 
worlds in which our conscious¬ 
ness can interpret itself to exist, 
and it is therefore in one of those

is burglarized and you are in the 
house at the time of the break in, 
do not challenge the burglar in 
the event that he or she is armed. 
Call the police if possible. If the 
person is armed, cooperate. 

7. Remember the bike in the 
garage. Most bikes are stolen from 
garages in San Francisco, and in 
many cases the point of entry has 
been from the residential door to 
the garage. Record the serial num¬ 
ber of the bike and secure it with 
a bike club. This has been men¬ 
tioned in the past, but the num¬ 
bers of bike thefts continue to es¬ 
calate. 

8. At this time of the year, it is 
a common mistake to have cash 
around the house. Don’t do it. If 
you are going on vacation buy 
travelers checks. Other than that 
make use of your bank card and 
draw money as you need it. 

9. If you have crawl space at 
the ground level of your home, 
hire a contractor and have it 
boarded up. This will prevent the 
intruder from getting easy access 
to the garage and basement area 
of your home. As the weather 
gets colder, this open space 
makes a tempting spot for some¬ 
one to use as a crash site. This is 
a fire hazard for you and your 
neighbors. 

10. Report any and all thefts 
to the SFPD and follow through 
with instructions from the offi¬ 
cers afterwards. 

11. Engrave your driver’s li¬ 
cense on your TV, VCR, radio, 
etc. Engravers are usually avail¬ 
able to borrow at your local po¬ 
lice station. 

Some of these instructions 
may seem to challenge yppr,CPm T 
mon sense, but at this time of the 
year it is easy to get sidetracked. 
We want you to be around for the 
summer season to help us cele¬ 
brate the 150th anniversary of 
the SFPD.

Home security 
update

As the holiday season ap¬ 
proaches, now might be a good 
time to pay special attention to 
the security of your home. Here 
are a few tips from Officer Sher¬ 
man Ackerson of public af¬ 
fairs and the burglary de¬ 
tail that may assist you 
in making your home 
a more safe and se¬ 
cure place. Before we 
go any further, pho¬ 
tograph the interior 
and exterior of 
your home in the 
event of a bur¬ 
glary or fire. Save 
the photos and 
film for the record. 

1. At this time of the year, 
never leave your home in a state 
of darkness. Buy a timer for the 
lights in the living room and set 
it for the time you will be away 
from your residence. Tune your 
stereo to a news talk radio station 
and have it playing while you are 
out and about. The sound of 
conversation is a great way to 
scare off the intruder. 

2. In the event that you will be 
vacationing during the holiday 
season, remember the light timer 
and for safety have a neighbor 
watch your home or have the po¬ 
lice officers in the area conduct a 
passing call at your residence. 
Leave a number with a neighbor 
where you can be reached in the 
event of an emergency. 

3. Most insurance policies 
cover you in the event that you 
are the victim of a burglary. In¬ 
ventory your home and insure 
the items which may not be cov¬ 
ered in your policy. 

4. If your home is under con¬ 
struction, make certain that the 
contractor and employees are in¬ 
sured and bonded. 

5. Scaffolding at a construc¬ 
tion site makes a great way for 
the intruder to get to the open 
window or door of your home 
which you are having renovated. 
When the workers are not on the 
construction site, make certain 
all windows are locked from the 
inside.

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Halloween attack cabbie 
concealed prior incident

an Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno is seeking action 
" after a Halloween incident in 
which a driver from the Yellow 
Cab Company allegedly attacked 
gay bartender Rick Raymen of San 
Francisco, the Bay Area Reporter 
has learned. Leno has been in con¬ 
tact with Yellow Cab over the inci¬ 
dent in the early morning hours 
after Halloween celebrations [see 
“Gay man allegedly attacked by cab 
driver,” November 5 , and “Hal¬ 
loween attack cabbie found to have 
prior assault record,” November 12] 
and has shared information re¬ 
garding further developments. 

Leno informed the B.A.R. that 
Nathan Dwiri, head operator of 
Yellow Cab, confirmed that driver 
Anthony Quinley was sacked by 
the De Soto Cab Company for as¬ 
sault on a pedestrian, and was 
later hired by Yellow Cab. 

“It appears,” said Leno, “that 
Quinley hid the prior incident 
and was hired by Yellow without 
them [Yellow Cab] knowing 
about the prior assault.” 

In a statement to the B.A.R. 
last Monday morning, Dwiri stat¬ 
ed, “We don’t do background 
checks on drivers. As long as they 
have a license to operate a cab 
that’s all we need to hire them.” 

Raymen’s attorney Brian Rip¬ 
ley told the B.A.R., “If in fact Yel¬ 
low didn’t do a background check 
on Quinley, then we have a real 
problem on our hands. This is a 
public safety issue. 

“Yellow didn’t even listen to 
Raymen’s complaint [of assault],” 
he continued. “They actually 
hung up on him, as though they 
[Yellow Cab] had already tried 
and convicted him!” 

After the incident, Raymen 
filed a restraining order against 
Quinley and blocked his tele¬ 
phone after reportedly receiving 
threatening calls. Despite the legal 
order, according to Ripley, Quin¬ 
ley appeared at Raymen’s front 
door late Monday morning, “beg-

ging Raymen to help him get his 
job back at Yellow. 

“If Quinley has been served 
with papers of the restraining 
order,” Ripley said, “then he’s in 
violation of that order.” 

Supervisor Gavin Newsom, 
who serves on a citywide task 
force looking into cab issues, told 
the B.A.R. Tuesday afternoon that 
reforms have been implemented 
to improve training and sensitivi¬ 
ty among drivers. 

“One of the things we’ve done 
is increase the number of driver¬ 
training hours that are required in 
order for one to receive a taxi dri¬ 
ver’s license,” he said. “The num¬ 
ber of training hours will be in¬ 
creased from 16 hours to 38. We 
have also implemented sensitivity 
training for drivers, doubling the 
amount of sensitivity training 
that was previously required. 

“This training is especially im¬ 
portant,” continued Newsom, 
“not only for drivers to be sensi¬ 
tive to their passengers and their 
differences, but also because the 
number one per-capita rate of 
homicide in the country comes 
from taxi-related incidents.” 

In addition, 10 hours of addi¬ 
tional apprenticeship training will 
be required by direction of the su¬ 
pervisor’s office. Newsom is also 
working toward a system where 
background checks are standard 
in the consideration and hiring of 
drivers by the city’s taxi co-ops. Y

Helping make hair loss history 
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Everett Middle School students learn 
about AIDS, help raise funds for AEF

0 ixth graders at Everett Mid¬ 
dle School have been tearing 
: apart the furniture at home, 
walking to school with their heads 
down and their eyes on the side¬ 
walk, and raiding mom’s purse in 
a search for pennies. 

Why? 

Because they’re set on winning 
the annual AIDS Emergency Fund 
(AEF) penny drive. 

Everett has participated in the 
“Every Penny Counts” drive four 
years in a row and this time 
they’re determined to win. But to 
do that, they have to beat the 
other middle schools who are also 
participating. First place is a 
dance with a live DJ, sponsored by 
94.9 FM. 

Everett, located on Church 
street between 16th and 17th 
streets, is a large building with ce¬ 
ramic mosaics and a concrete play 
ground. It may seem a typical 
inner city school, but with pro¬ 
grams like “kids aware of diversi¬ 
ty” and its annual AEF penny con¬ 
test, Everett is anything but typi¬ 


cal. 

Ken Wright, the teacher who 
started the school’s penny drive, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that al¬ 
though the children are partici¬ 
pating for the dance, many of 
them have known someone in 
their short lives who has HIV or 
has died from AIDS. 

Wright noted that when he in¬ 
troduced the penny contest this 
year, his children responded with 
very adult questions. One of the 
most notable being, “Why are we 
doing this if there isn’t a cure?” 

Wright, an openly gay teacher, 
took the time to explain to his stu¬ 
dents that while there isn’t a cure, 
people with AIDS can still benefit 
from food, medicine, and sup¬ 
port. 

It didn’t take long for the stu¬ 
dents to take the idea, and run 
with it. One student even went so 
far as to donate the contents of his 
piggy bank. 

Twelve-year-old Carlos, who 
recently immigrated here from 
Mexico, had firsthand experience 
with the virus when a friend of 
the family died of AIDS. 

Emmett and DeMarcus, stu-

dents in the first class to fill up its 
penny jar, said the penny drive 
was to help people that don’t have 


money for food and medicine. 
They are intent on winning the 
dance.

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and 
the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning 
of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results in a receding hairline and/or balding on 
the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on 
hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moder¬ 
ate amounts of ongoing hair loss. All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or 
placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/GeJ®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair 
loss at the top of the head were studied for an additional 12 months. In general, 
men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect main¬ 
tained in the second year.

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually overtime. On average, healthy hair 
grows only about half an inch each month. Therefore, it will take time to see 
any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see 
a benefit from taking PROPECIA. PROPECIA can only work over the long term if 
you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, further 
treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely 
lose the hair you have gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You 
should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do not take an extra tablet. Just take the 
next tablet as usual.

The active ingredient in PROPECIA is also used by older men at a five-times 
higher dose to treat enlargement of the prostate. Some of these men reported 
other side effects, including problems with ejaculation, breast swelling and/or ten¬ 
derness and allergic reactions such as lip swelling and rash. In clinical studies with 
PROPECIA, these side effects occurred as often in men taking placebo as in those 
taking PROPECIA. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual effects.

‘Making Choices’

during sex education and a course 
titled “Making Choices,” so when 
they’re faced with HIV or AIDS in 
their own life they understand 
how to prevent it and what it 
means when someone is HIV¬ 
positive. 

Each of the 20 jars around 
campus has been filled and re¬ 
filled by the eager kids. Even the 
teachers have gotten into the spir¬ 
it of competition by keeping tal¬ 
lies on who has the most pennies. 
The daily bulletin will occasional¬ 
ly announce the winner of these 
“mini” contests. 

AEF has been around since 
1982, and provides emergency fi¬ 
nancial assistance to people facing 
difficulties related to their HIV 
disease, such as rent and utility 
bills. 

Current estimates indicate that 
approximately one-third of peo¬ 
ple diagnosed with AIDS or dis¬ 
abling HIV disease exhaust their 
financial resources quickly and 
live at a subsistence level. These 
are the people served by AEF.

about recognition that we are al¬ 
ready in the community,” Morton 
said. “Much of our history has 
been rewritten by the gay and les¬ 
bian community. That’s a form of 
hate violence committed against 
us.” 

In addition to financially sup¬ 
porting the causes that he has 
dedicated his energy to over the 
years, Morton also plans to give 
much of the money to his family 
and friends, and to others that 
have supported him throughout 
his life, which he sees as a spiritu¬ 
al journey. His spirituality is very 
important to him, and he chose 
his name, Shadow, which means 
“one who walks between many 
worlds,” in recognition of Native 
American spiritual traditions. 

“If there is one task in my life, 
it is to thank those who’ve 
touched my life and helped me to 
grow,” Morton said, adding that 
he hoped that whoever nominat¬ 
ed him learns that he is apprecia¬ 
tive of the honor. 

There are three other 
Stonewall Award recipients. Mar¬ 
garita Sanchez de Leon is a lesbian 
minister and pastoral leader of a 
Metropolitan Community 
Church in San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
who is challenging Puerto Rico’s 
anti-sodomy law. Damian Pardo 
is a Cuban-American banker, 
AIDS, gay and Hispanic commu¬ 
nity leader in Miami. Vernita Gray 
is a longtime Chicago African- 
American lesbian activist and is a

i / he Lesbians of Achievement 
and Vision (LAVA) award 
It honoree selection commit¬ 
tee will accept nominations for 
the 1999 ceremony until the end 
of this month, according to com¬ 
mittee chair Jody Cole, who em¬ 
phasized the committee seeks 
nominations from throughout 
the Bay Area and is committed to 
recognizing lesbians from diverse 
communities. 

Cole noted that the goals of the 
LAVA awards are threefold: to 
honor and recognize lesbians who 
have made significant contribu¬

“Participa¬ 
tion in the LAVA awards is one 
way to further our commitment 
to gain dignity, acceptance, and 
justice for all lesbians.” 

The committee looks for five 
criteria in nominees: the nomi¬ 


nee’s work enhancing the image, 
empowerment, or understanding 
of lesbians; a demonstrated excel¬ 
lence in any of a variety of areas of 
achievement; a willingness to be 
out to the press; having specific, 
identifiable accomplishments that 
demonstrates leadership; and res¬ 
idence in the nine-county Bay 
Area or Modesto. 

Nominees can be from a vari¬ 
ety of fields, including arts, athlet¬ 
ics, business, community service, 
education, law, politics, spiritual¬ 
ity, the trades, and several others. 

Cole said the committee en¬ 
courages re-submission of previ¬ 
ous nominees, as many more 
nominations are received than 
can be given awards. 

Since its founding in 1989, “A 
Fund of Our Own” has provided 
more than $200,000 in grants to 
lesbian projects and organizations. 
Since the LAVA awards began sup¬ 
porting the fund, proceeds from 
the dinner event have been a sig¬ 
nificant source of funding. 

The awards will be presented 
on March 13 at a dinner and 
dance celebration. ▼

Theme announced , logo contest planned

M jp he general membership of 
the San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Pride Celebration Committee 
overwhelmingly voted for “Proud 
Heritage, Powerful Future,” as the 
theme for next year’s pride cele¬ 
bration on Tuesday, November 
10. The 1999 pride celebration 
takes place June 26 and 27. 

The theme was chosen from 
among three finalist suggestions 
drawn from an original list of 33 
proposals. Teddy Witherington, 
executive director of the pride 
committee, said the “Proud Her¬ 
itage, Powerful Future” theme is a 
variation of the theme “Prideful 
Past, Powerful Future,” that was 
chosen by InterPride, the interna¬ 
tional association of LGBT pride 
coordinators, as the international 
pride theme for 1999. 

“‘Proud Heritage, Powerful 
Future’ will therefore be a local 
theme with an international reso¬ 
nance,” said Witherington. He 
added that the next phase in the 
theme development will be the 
logo. A public competition is tak¬ 
ing place with a $500 prize for the 
winner. Anyone interested in en¬ 
tering the logo contest should 
contact the pride office for details. 

Witherington added, “The 
theme acknowledges the 30th an¬ 
niversary of the Stonewall Riots 
and also looks forward with con¬ 
fidence to obtaining our rights, 
achieving our social acceptance, 
and empowering ourselves as 
proud LGBT people in the new 
millennium.” 

“Proud Heritage,” while refer¬ 
ring to the 30th anniversary of the 
Stonewall Riots, is broader than 
that and respects the many 
achievements of the queer com¬ 
munity since Stonewall and even 
before. The heritage aspect is also 
a reminder to all people of the 
reasons why LGBT pride is cele¬ 
brated and when it is celebrated. 
“As such, it taps into a renewed 
sense of identity within our com¬ 
munities and a rising passion for 
rediscovering who we are as a 
people and the struggles we have 
endured, and continue to endure, 
on the road to equality,” Wither¬ 
ington said. 

The heritage aspect is also de¬ 
signed to help people remember 


the struggle and to remember all 
the victims of homophobia. 

“Powerful Future” takes the 
sum of LGBT heritage and casts it 
into a renewed rallying call to 
everyone to combine strength as a 
community and overcome the ob¬ 
stacles of institutionalized igno¬ 
rance and oppression. It’s a posi¬ 
tive message and one that looks to 
the youth in the LGBT communi¬ 
ty as the next generation of lead¬ 
ers into the new millennium. 

“We have come so far in 
achieving social acceptance and 
political power here in San Fran¬ 


cisco,” said Calvin Gipson, pride 
president. “The pride event is a 
time to look back and honor our¬ 
selves and those who have paved 
the way for our freedom and the 
comforts that we enjoy. Yet, we 
must look forward to the future 
and the future of queer children 
with confidence as we demand 
our civil rights, command social 
acceptance, and overcome vio¬ 
lence and homophobia. 

‘“Proud Heritage, Powerful 
Future’ should speak to all of us as 
proud lesbian, gay, bisexual, and

One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen 
to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled 
study comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine 
(38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 
60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of terato¬ 
genicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual adult 
dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual 
adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxici¬ 
ty as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits given 
500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one- 
half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma con¬ 
centrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an addi¬ 
tional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3683 mg/kg) 
caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak zidovu¬ 
dine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in this 
experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see Carcinogenesis, 
Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR® 
Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been 
established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breastfeed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR :Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers sub¬ 
section of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a poten¬ 
tial for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breastfeed if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 
Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed- 
dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 
mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed 
(see Tables 2 and 3).

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise evi¬ 
denced by granulocyte count <1000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. 
For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 
Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including 
fatal cases, have been reported with the use of antiretroviral nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including zidovu¬ 
dine and lamivudine. A majority of these cases have been in women. Caution should be exercised when administering 
COMBIVIR to any patient, and particularly to those with known risk factors for liver disease. Treatment with COMBIVIR 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or hepatotoxicity. 
Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been associat¬ 
ed with prolonged use of zidovudine, and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

General: Reduction of doses of lamivudine is recommended for patients with low body weight (less than 50 kg or 110 lb); 
therefore patients with low body weight should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV 
infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of recur¬ 
rent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated liver 
disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses asso¬ 
ciated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. 
Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 
may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed noevidence of carcinogenic poten¬ 
tial at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of treatment- 
related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per 
day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five nonmetastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 
one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), nonmetastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximate¬ 
ly three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg 
every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in off¬ 
spring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures approxi¬ 
mately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an increase 
in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either gender. 
These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A second 
study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1000 mg/kg nonpregnant body 
weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an increase 
in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the higher dose 
level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transforma¬ 
tion assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA syn¬ 
thesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TKv- mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using 
cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK^ mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell transfor¬ 
mation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat micronu¬ 
cleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and-no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies 
with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). 
COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks.

Observed During Clinical Practice: In addition to adverse events reported from clinical trials, the following events have been 
identified during post-approval use of EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. Because they are reported voluntarily from a population of 
unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to a combination 
of their seriousness, frequency of reporting, or potential causal connection to EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. 

Endocrine and Metabolic: Hyperglycemia. 

General: Sensitization reactions (including anaphylaxis), vasculitis. 

Hepatobiliary Tract and Pancreas: Lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), pancreatitis. 
Musculoskeletal: Muscle weakness with CPK elevation, rhabdomyolysis. 

Nervous: Seizures. 

Skin: Alopecia, erythema multiforme, Stevens-Johnson syndrome, urticaria. 

OVERDOSAGE: 

COMBIVIR: There is no known antidote for COMBIVIR. 

Lamivudine: One case of an adult ingesting 6 grams of lamivudine was reported; there were no clinical signs or symptoms noted 
and hematologic tests remained normal. It is not known whether lamivudine can be removed by peritoneal dialysis or hemodialysis. 
Zidovudine: Acute overdoses of zidovudine have been reported in pediatric patients and adults. These involved exposures 
up to 50 grams. The only consistent findings were nausea and vomiting. Other reported occurrences included headache, 
dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, confusion, and one report of a grand mal seizure. Hematologic changes were transient. All 
patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while 
elimination of its primary metabolite, GZDV, is enhanced. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at least 12 years 
of age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivudine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily. 

Dose Adjustment: Because it is a fixed-dose combination, COMBIVIR should not be prescribed for patients requiring dosage 
adjustment such as those with reduced renal function (creatinine clearance <50 mL/min), those with low body weight (<50 
kg or 110 lb), or those experiencing dose-limiting adverse events.

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PACER conference 
boasts events for gay 
adopters and adoptees

v ACER (Post Adoption Cen¬ 
ter for Education and Re- 
m search) is working to find 
more effective ways for lesbian 
and gay couples to adopt. As the 
center hosted the annual Ameri¬ 
can Adoption Congress Regional 
Conference last weekend, Novem¬ 
ber 12-15 in San Francisco, it fea¬ 
tured a workshop, “Alternative 
Families,” to tackle the issues and 
procedures surrounding gay and 
lesbian adoption. 

The theme of this years con¬ 
ference, “Education, Healing, 
Unity - ‘May the Circle be Unbro¬ 
ken,’” offered several ways to par¬ 
ticipate, from adoption for cou¬ 
ples to opportunities for adoptees 
to learn about methods of search¬ 
ing for birth parents. 

For couples wanting to adopt, 
according to PACER spokesper¬ 
son Laura Ingram, “the confer¬ 
ence brings together an excep¬ 
tional lineup of cutting-edge 
thinkers, writers, practitioners 
and activists in the fast-changing 
world of adoption. A world that is 
- for many in the lesbian and gay 
community - fast-changing only 
in terms of the frustrations les¬ 
bians and gays face in the bureau¬ 
cratic complexity of adoption.” 

The Bay Area is one “of critical 
mass; the sheer number of lesbian 
and gay couples wanting to adopt 
is unprecedented in the world,” 
Ingram told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. And with this in mind, 
PACER hoped to inspire other 
adoption congresses to work to 
further the opportunity for les¬ 
bian and gay couples to adopt. 

The second point of participa¬ 
tion - adoptees searching for their 
birth parents - is where the bro¬ 
ken circle becomes whole again. 
“We aim to break down the barri¬ 
ers of fear, shame, and ignorance 
that have too often divided people 
who are in fact related, so that the 
family circle adoption creates may 
be truly unbroken,” said Ingram. 

In this area PACER also sought 
to provide a groundbreaking en¬ 
vironment that included lesbian 
and gay youth adoptees and their 
problems in dealing with the gay 
experience in adopted families. 

Speakers included psychologist 
Betty Jean Lifton, author of Lost 
and Found and other classic works 
on the adoption experience; 
keynote speaker Joseph Chilton 
Pearce, who is internationally 
known as an expert on child devel-

opment and the impact of moth¬ 
er-child separation and subse¬ 
quent bonding; and a panel of au¬ 
thors and several activists engaged 
on the front lines in child welfare, 
social work, open adoption, search 
and reunion, and advocacy. 

Openly lesbian comedian 
Reno kicked off the weekend with 
a performance at the Holiday Inn 
Golden Gateway. Reno, called the 

“Madonna of comedy,” has had 
several off-Broadway shows and is 
presently focusing on the release 
of her HBO special, Reno Finds 
Her Mom, in which she tracks 
down the mother who gave her 
up at birth. ▼

'f' ' pponents of same-sex mar¬ 
riage have qualified a “Def- 
$ inition of Marriage” initia¬ 
tive for California’s March 7,2000 
primary election ballot. 

• Secretary of State Bill Jones 
said he certified the measure by 
Republican state Senator Pete 
Knight of Palmdale Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 17, after verifying Knight 
had more than enough valid reg¬ 
istered voter signatures out of the 
677,000 submitted on petitions. 

If approved by voters, the 
measure would clarify that only 
male- female marriage is valid or 
recognized in California. 

The proposed addition to the 
Family Code is a response to con¬ 
cerns that California might be re¬ 
quired by the U.S. Constitution to 
recognize same-sex marriages 
contracted in other states - unless 
it expressly denies recognition. 

However, referenda against 
same-sex marriage were passed by 
2-1 ratios in Hawaii and Alaska in 
the November general election,

making it less likely that same-sex 
might marry in other states, then 
return to California to demand 
marriage benefits. 

Knight’s initiative is the fifth 
measure to reach the 2000 elec¬ 
tion ballot. 

The others include an initia¬ 
tive by Governor Pete Wilson that 
proposes stiffer sentences on vio¬ 
lent juvenile offenders, and three 
propositions placed on the ballot 
by the Legislature that address the 
death penalty, lottery money and 
peace officers. T

Prosecutors say it may be the 
first time Illinois’s child-pornog¬ 
raphy law has been used to pros¬ 
ecute someone so young.

title, the coordinator does not 
manage any of DPH’s programs 
serving the LGBT community. In¬ 
stead, he said that he engages in 
special projects to improve the 
well-being of the community, ad¬ 
vocates for services within DPH, 
conducts trainings, and provides 
information and referral to health 
services. 

Van Gorder acknowledged that 
this will be the first time since he 
assumed his job four years ago 
that he and the public he is to 
serve will meet directly. “This is 
the first public meeting I’ve had,” 
Van Gorder told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “In the past, I’ve had meet¬ 
ings with department folks.” Van 
Gorder said he welcomes commu¬ 
nity input to help establish prior¬ 
ities for his work, and to gauge 
satisfaction with DPH’s services 

One activist who plans to at¬ 
tend the meeting is Michael Pe- 


trelis, a frequent critic of health 
officials and AIDS service organi¬ 
zations. Petrelis said he’s glad Van 
Gorder is holding the meeting. “I 
would like to see some new folks 
there [atVan Gorder’s meeting] to 
help Dana be more attentive to 
our health needs,” he said. 

Petrelis cites specific instances 
to illustrate his complaint that 
Van Gorder is not concerned 
enough about the community’s 
health issues, especially AIDS. 
One story occurred when the 
President’s Advisory Commission 
on HIV and AIDS visited San 
Francisco in 1996, and Petrelis 
was among a group of activists re¬ 
moved for being disruptive. Pe¬ 
trelis told the B.A.R. that as he was 
detained outside the meeting 
room, handcuffed, he saw Van 
Gorder (who had not been in the 
meeting) leaving the building. 

“I had to wonder where our 
so-called ‘gay health coordinator’ 
was going,” Petrelis said. “What 
could have been going on any¬ 
place else in town that he thought 


was more important than a meet¬ 
ing with the president’s panel of 
experts on the epidemic?” 

Van Gorder said he has worked 
on special projects, including as¬ 
sisting in the development of the 
LGBT Community Center Pro¬ 
ject, where he is a board member; 
development of programs to ad¬ 
dress the speed epidemic among 
gay and bisexual men; planning 
for increased health services for 
lesbians, and a summit to address 
lesbian health issues; research 
about the psychological issues of 
gay men and participation in the 
development of new HIV preven¬ 
tion strategies; and assistance in 
the start-up of Dimensions, a new 
health and mental health clinic 
serving LGBT youth. ▼

worlds that we will find ourselves. 
What would such a world be like? 
Certainly not a physical world just 
like this one, because we did not 
survive in such a world. But it 
might be a world in which physi¬ 
cal laws are sufficiently different 
to permit our continued exis¬ 
tence. Or it might be a non-phys¬ 
ical world like a computer pro¬ 
gram, in which our consciousness 
could exist without a body. 

What will it feel like to live in a 


computer program? Perhaps exis¬ 
tence will have a dream-like, irra¬ 
tional quality. Or, perhaps, our 
consciousness will reconstruct a 
simulation of the physical world 
we knew, indistinguishable from 
it. Which brings us to the question 
first raised by the philosopher 
Descartes in the 17th century: 
how do we know that we’re not 
living in a simulation right now? 

Science has answered a lot of 
little questions, but the Big Ques¬ 
tions like “Is the world real?” and 
“Is there life after death?” remain 
contentious. Until they have it fig¬ 
ured out, feel free to construct 


your own hereafter - but make it 
a gay-friendly one! T

They voted overwhelmingly 
Sunday, November 15 in favor of 
getting the Legislature to re-enact a 
law and at the same time to seek a 
referendum on the presidential 
election ballot in the year 2000. Bills 
seeking referendums must be sub¬ 
mitted by the middle of December. 

Some gay rights proponents 
had strongly argued against any 
referendum. They point out that 


voters had rejected gay rights pro¬ 
tection by a narrow 51 percent to 
49 percent in a referendum in 
February, invalidating a law the 
Legislature had passed in 1997. 

David Garrity of the Maine 
Lesbian and Gay Political Alliance 
said, “We certainly don’t believe a 
referendum should be held on 
people’s civil rights.” 

But referendum advocates per¬ 
suaded their critics to pursue a 
ballot measure, noting that only 
those most in favor of protection 
and those most strongly opposed 
to it had turned out to vote. 

The group elected to carry on 
an educational campaign to win 


over dissenters, particularly voters 
in the north country who mostly 
voted for repeal. 

While a number of communi¬ 
ties on the coast and in southern 
Maine have since passed human 
rights ordinances, advocates be¬ 
lieve a statewide measure is im¬ 
perative. Maine remains the only 
New England state without such 
protection. 

There is also another impor¬ 
tant reason. Governor Angus King 
has long favored gay rights legis¬ 
lation, but has maintained he will 
sign such a bill only if voters have 
a chance to register their opinion 
in a referendum. ▼

Lesbian cop sues San Jose 
for discrimination 

A former police officer is suing 
the city of San Jose for discrimi¬ 
nation, claiming she was fired be¬ 
cause she is a lesbian. Six-year 
police veteran Dawn Goodman 
lost her job last summer, and 
filed the lawsuit Thursday, No¬ 
vember 12 in Santa Clara Coun¬ 
ty Superior Court. Those court 
documents say Goodman’s su¬ 
pervisors harassed and kept an il¬ 
legal personnel file on her after 
learning of her sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

In the suit, Goodman alleges 
another officer asked if she be¬ 
came sexually aroused while 


searching female suspects. She is 
seeking an undisclosed amount 
of damages. 

A music teacher 
is a music teacher 

Administrators at a midwest- 
ern middle school have decided a 
man can teach as a woman. Roo¬ 
sevelt Middle School in Blaine, 
Minnesota has come under fire 
from the Minnesota Family 
Council for allowing Miss Alyssa 
Williams, a recently hired male 
music teacher, to dress as a fe¬ 
male, but Principal Jerry Hansen 
says a 1993 law prohibits firing 
Williams for being transgender. 

Minnesota Family Council 
President Tom Prichard argues 
the students should not be 
“forced” to accept Williams’s 
identity as appropriate. 


About 400 people turned out 
for a meeting on the matter Mon¬ 
day, November 9, where parents 
got information to help them and 
their children understand trans- 
genderism. 

Williams says this is her sev¬ 
enth year of teaching, and the 
bottom line is all she wants to do 
is teach and care about kids. 

AIDS drug prices 
too high? 

Chesterton, Indiana police are 
looking for a man suspected of 
robbing drugs from a pharmacy. 
Police say the suspect wore a long, 
blonde curly wig and a face mask 
when he held up the pharmacy. 
The suspect showed several writ¬ 
ten requests for specific drugs and 
said he was stealing them for a 
brother who has AIDS. ▼

drug treatment services. 

To date, the task force’s rec¬ 
ommendations have not been 
implemented. In March 1998, 
U.S. Pros launched a petition 
drive calling on the city to shift 
police priorities from the arrest 
and prosecution of prostitutes to 
the enforcement of laws against 
rape and other violent crimes; to 
redirect money now spent on en¬ 
forcing prostitution laws toward 
services and resources for the 
community; to support and pro¬ 
tection immigrant and refugee 
sex workers; to recognize the 
legal, civil, and employment 
rights of sex workers; and to take 
into account the contributions 
that sex workers make to the city’s 
economy. According to Rachel 


West of U.S. Pros, the group is 
circulating the petition through¬ 
out the community - to neigh¬ 
borhood groups, immigrants 
rights organizations, religious 
groups, and prisoners - and has 
received “a lot of support.” 

Rescued ... and busted 

Saturday’s event comes amidst 
an ongoing crackdown against the 
city’s sex industry. Beginning ear¬ 
lier this year with street sweeps of 
prostitution strolls in the Tender¬ 
loin, Polk, and Mission districts, 
the intensified police activity is 
now focused on massage parlors 
and private escorts. 

According to Carol Leigh of the 
prostitutes’ rights group COYOTE 
(Call Off Your Old, Tired Ethics), 
prostitution enforcement “costs a 
fortune and the police wind up 
using questionably legal, and even 
illegal, means to bust them. The 


industry is tenacious enough to 
find ways to get around the police, 
but each time they are busted in 
the name of rescuing them, it 
means the workers become more 
marginalized, the working condi¬ 
tions become more stressful, and 
the prostitutes suffer.” 

Prostitutes’ rights advocates es¬ 
timate that the city spends $7-10 
million per year enforcing anti¬ 
prostitution laws, money they be¬ 
lieve would be better spent pro¬ 
viding improved health and social 
services for women and men in 
the sex industry. ▼

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First gay award for Latin 
America established in Mexico

| n openly gay Mexican busi¬ 
nessman has established 
' ' the first award to honor ac¬ 

tivists fighting for gay and les¬ 
bian rights in Latin America. 

The Gay Merit Award was es¬ 
tablished by Arturo Coste to rec¬ 
ognize those individuals whose 
labor in the defense of gay rights 
has advanced gay culture and so¬ 
cial acceptance of gays and les¬ 
bians. It carries with it a $20,000 
prize. 

“The time has come to recog¬ 
nize openly those in Latin Amer¬ 
ica working to define, defend, 
and expand the civil rights of the 
homosexual community,” Coste 
said. 

The first Gay Merit Award cer¬ 
emony was held November 3 at 
the Jose Luis Cuevas Museum in 
Mexico City. Tito Vasconcelos, an 
actor and gay activist in Mexico 
City, was master of ceremonies. 
Luis Gauthier, regional represen¬ 
tative of the International Lesbian 
and Gay Association for Latin 
America, presented the award. 

Several members of the judg¬ 
ing committee were present at 
the awards ceremony, including 
Patria Jimenez, the openly les¬ 
bian congresswoman in the Mex¬ 
ican Congress; journalist Alejan¬ 
dro Brito; Mexico City Deputy 
David Sanchez Camacho; Dr. 
Jorge Saavedra, a consultant to 


ONUSIDA, the United Nations 
AIDS program in Mexico; and 
Rodolfo Millan, counsel for the 
Comision Ciudadana Contra los 
Crimenes de Odio por Homopho¬ 
bia - the Citizens’ Committee 
Against Homophobic Hate 
Crimes. 

The recipient of the first Gay 
Merit Award was Joaquin Hurta¬ 
do, author of the book Guerreros 
y Otros Marinales (“Warriors and 
Other Marginalized People”) and 
the editor of SER POSITIVO 
(“Being Positive”). Hurtado is an 
active member of the gay com¬ 
munity in Monterrey in the state 
of Nuevo Leon, Mexico, and is 


the founder of the Accion Colecti- 
va por la Defensa de las Minorias 
Sexuales, A.C. (ACODEMIS) - 
Collective Action for the Defense 
of Sexual Minorities - a non¬ 
profit organization raising polit¬ 
ical consciousness and advancing 
civil rights for gays and lesbians 
in Mexico, Argentina, Brazil, and 
Central America. He has repre¬ 
sented the AIDS community of 
Mexico and Central America at 
the International Conferences on 
AIDS and Sexually Transmitted 
Diseases in Amsterdam (1992), 
Berlin (1993), Vancouver (1996), 
Lima (1997), and Geneva (1998). 

“It is only now that as a com¬ 


munity gays and lesbians are 
finding their voice - in society, in 
politics and in culture,” Hurtado 
said. “We are embarking on a 
public presence, both as Spanish- 
speakers and homosexuals, not 
only in Latin America, but 
throughout the entire hemi¬ 
sphere.” ▼

al school quilt program, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the trip’s 
mission is to foster an interna¬ 
tional dialogue about youth pre¬ 
vention of HIV and AIDS. 

DeCaigny said the San Fran¬ 
cisco delegation will participate 
with Hong Kong teenagers in a 
day of workshops and round¬ 
table discussions about HIV pre¬ 
vention efforts that work in their 
communities. They also will take 
part in World AIDS Day events 
coordinated by the Hong Kong 
AIDS Foundation. 

The San Francisco group will 
also take along twenty 12-by-12- 
foot blocks of the American AIDS 
Memorial quilt, which will be on 
public display at various times 
during the trip. 

The six students were picked 
from more than 50 qualified can¬ 
didates through a selection 
process by the Names Project. 

“They were asked to write an 
essay detailing their past 
HIV/AIDS education experi¬ 
ences,” DeCaigny said, “and also 
to write about what they’d like to 
learn from students in Hong 
Kong and how they can take that 
knowledge and form it into an ac¬ 
tion plan back here in San Fran¬ 
cisco.” 

The six San Francisco students 
traveling to Hong Kong are: 

• Christopher Ridge Baker, a 
senior at University High School, 
who has volunteered with Project 
Open Hand and the Names Pro¬ 
ject and created a quilt panel for a 
neighbor who died of AIDS; 

• Sylvia Hitying Ho, a junior at 
Lowell High School, who has vol¬ 
unteered at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation; 

• Alexis Shoshannah Levine- 
Ward, a freshman at Leadership 
High School, who has been an 
AIDS volunteer since age 7 
through hospice, Project Open 
Hand, and most recently estab¬ 
lishing an AIDS awareness day 
and fundraiser at her school; 

• Mark Kocivar-Norbury, a se¬ 
nior at Lowell, who has volun¬ 
teered since seventh grade with 
the Names Project; 

• Carnelius Quinn, a senior at 
Lowell, who has worked as a peer 
educator and counselor on San 
Francisco streets and in teen 
workshops; and 

• Nicole Marie Williams, a se¬ 


nior at Washington High School, 
who has been a peer resources 
counselor at her high school. 

A San Francisco teacher was 
also chosen to accompany the 
group. Crystal Janice Jang, a 
health liaison and coordinator of 
student support activities at Dr. 
Martin Luther King Middle 
School, was selected on the basis 
of her AIDS, service. 

DeCaigny and his co-coordi¬ 
nator, Natala Menezes, will also 
travel with the group. 

Return trip planned 

In exchange for this trip, a 
delegation of Hong Kong student 
and teenage representatives will 
travel to San Francisco in Febru¬ 
ary for the Names Project’s an¬ 
nual conference of national 
chapters and international affili¬ 
ates. That event will take place 
February 5-7 at Masonic Hall in 
San Francisco. 

“It’s a good match,” DeCaigny 
said, “because we can take stu¬ 
dents who have been involved in 
our program and other programs 
in San Francisco, and have an ex¬ 
change experience with students 
in Hong Kong who have worked 
on similar programs abroad.” 

DeCaigny said that through 
this trip, the Names Project is 
putting emphasis on how youth 
can be empowered to become 
peer educators. 

“We’re really encouraging 
them to take an active role to ed¬ 
ucate those in Hong Kong and 
also gain new knowledge there to 
bring back and enlighten the work 
they’re already doing in San Fran¬ 
cisco,” DeCaigny said. 

The trip will begin with a cer¬ 
emonial folding of a portion of 
the quilt at 8 p.m. on Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 1, at gate 64 of SFO, fol¬ 
lowed at 8:30 p.m. by inaugural 
festivities for Cathay Pacific’s new 
Hong Kong service. 

Ian Callendar, Cathay Pacific’s 
vice president for the Americas, 
said the airline was delighted to 
have “such an impressive group of 
teens” on its inaugural flight. 

“The new bridge we’ve created 
between San Francisco and Hong 
Kong opens exciting opportuni¬ 
ties for an international dialogue 
on such important global issues as 
youth and HIV or AIDS,” Callen¬ 
dar said. ▼

port GLBT and questioning Mus¬ 
lims on a local level. The organi¬ 
zation will also work with human 
rights organizations to advocate 
against abuses of GLBT persons 
in Islamic countries. 

Alam also sees Al-Fatiha serv¬ 
ing another role, that of working 
for a greater understanding be¬ 
tween the Muslim community 
and non-Muslim people. “In a 
time when anti-Muslim senti¬ 
ment is on the rise and there is 
much stereotyping of Muslims in 
the West, it is essential that we as 
GLBT Muslims be the voice of 
tolerance and justice,” Alam told 
the Bay Area Reporter , “not only 
in our GLBT communities, but 
also in our mainstream Muslim 
communities as well.” 

The retreat served as a forum 
for the discussion of issues im¬ 
portant to GLBT Muslims. 
Workshops and sessions ad¬ 
dressed such topics as faith and 
sexuality, the oppression of 
GLBT persons in the Islamic 
world, GLBT identity in Islam, 
and the historical perspectives of 
GLBT behavior in Islamic soci¬ 
eties. Additionally, participants 
examined the opinions of 
Muhammad on sexual minori¬ 
ties in his time, as well as the dif¬ 
ferent interpretations of Quran¬ 
ic verses which appear to address 
homosexual acts. 

Alam sees the retreat as an im¬ 
portant first step in organizing 


the GLBT Muslim community. 
“The retreat has given us the op¬ 
portunity to come together as a 
community in a way that was 
never possible before,” he said. 

“But,” he added, “the GLBT 
Muslim movement has only just 
begun. Much of the prejudice and 
discrimination against gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender 
people in Islamic societies is cul¬ 
ture-based and does not stem 
from Islam as a religion. We want 
to celebrate our identity as GLBT 
people who are also believing 
Muslims. 

“The noble and fundamental 
principles of respect, human dig¬ 
nity, tolerance, understanding, and 
justice, in Islam have been ignored 
when dealing with the issue of ho¬ 
mosexuality and gender identity,” 
Alam argued. “We hope to change 
all that - God willing.” ▼ 


The second International

iip hirty gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgendered Muslims 
from 13 countries met at 
the first International Retreat for 
GLBT Muslims, which was held 
in Boston, Massachusetts, from 
October 9 through 12. The retreat 
participants established an inter¬ 
national organization to address 
the concerns of GLBT Muslims 
around the world. 

The new organization was 


named after the first chapter of 
the Quran, “Al-Fatiha” (The 
Opening), which was also the 
theme of the retreat. Al-Fatiha 
plans to work with other organi¬ 
zations to address the social and 
political issues facing GLBT Mus¬ 
lims around the world. 

“Homosexuality is so highly 
stigmatized in Muslim communi¬ 
ties, that many gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender and those ques¬ 
tioning their sexuality end up in¬ 
ternalizing the shame and disgust 
which surrounds them in their 


families and communities,” said 
Faisal Alam, retreat coordinator 
and founder of Al-Fatiha. 

“They are often unable to 
come to terms with their own 
sexuality, fearing ostraciz ( ation 
and even physical punishment,” 
Alam added, noting that in most 
Islamic countries, homosexuali¬ 
ty and transgendered behavior 
are crimes punishable by impris¬ 
onment, flogging, or even death. 

Based in the United States, Al- 
Fatiha will establish chapters 
across the U.S. and abroad to sup-

G eorgia Baptists have voted to exclude churches that condone 
homosexuality, but a resolution to exclude churches that 
practice charismatic worship fell just short of the two-thirds 
vote needed for passage. Messengers representing the 1.2-million 
member state convention approved, with a show of hands, exclu¬ 
sion of any church “which knowingly takes, or has taken, any action 
to affirm, approve or endorse homosexual behavior" 

Not ail of those attending approved of the resolution. The Rev¬ 
erend Bill Self of John's Creek Baptist Church in Alpharetta implored 
his fellow Baptists to consider the issue carefully. “To speak on this 
very issue is perilous," he said. “I want to ask one simple question. 
This year, the homosexuals. Who’s next, churches that receive 
African-Americans? Churches that allow women in the ministry?” 

The assembly failed to approve the exclusion of churches ‘"which 
encourage members to speak in tongues." The Reverend Mike Ever¬ 
son of the Second Baptist Church in Warner Robins argued that 
churches where members bark like dogs and roar like lions should¬ 
n’t call themselves Baptists, but the vote to allow tongues fell just 
short of the necessary two-thirds required. ▼

Catholic Charities 
offers ‘Safe Schools 
Project’ to queer youth

A'- atholic Charities of the East 
Bay is targeting gay, lesbian, 
I ?, and questioning youth 
through a new program called the 
“Safe Schools Project.” The pro¬ 
ject began last spring but has ex¬ 
perienced enormous growth and 
expansion this fall, according to 
project directors. The project will 
be implemented in all Contra 
Costa County high schools. 

The central theme of the pro¬ 
ject asks “Youth Are Talking ... 
Are We Listening?” and addresses 
the issues of sexual orientation 
and diversity. The project strives 
to create a safe space for young 
people to cope with the questions 
surrounding their sexuality. 

Funded by the United Way of 
Contra Costa County, the Safe 
Schools Project will assist educa¬ 
tors in building interactive work¬ 
shops and one-on-one consulta¬ 
tions between faculty and youth. 
“These services,” says spokesman 
Mitchell Friedman, “are designed 
to increase awareness of the needs 
of gay and lesbian youth and their 
families.” 

Combating homophobia and 


protecting youth from harass¬ 
ment and discrimination are the 
primary goals of the project. 
“Above all,” explained Friedman, 
“the project endeavors to create a 
safe, supportive educational envi¬ 
ronment that respects the value of 
the human person.” 

In addition, Catholic Charities 
of the East Bay is working with 
the Center for Human Develop¬ 
ment in Pleasant Hill to promote 
an even wider expansion of the 
project. “We are hopeful,” said 
Julie Lienert of Catholic Charities, 
“that growth of the project will 
continue and eventually include 
all schools in the Bay Area.” 

“As an in-service program,” she 
continued, “we are the largest 
provider of human services in 
Alameda and Contra Costa coun¬ 
ties. [Our] staff works with vol¬ 
unteers to administer programs in 
counseling, employment, training 
and education.” 

Catholic Charities also pro¬ 
vides community and social min¬ 
istry, housing and emergency ser¬ 
vices. Working in partnership 
with local parishes, Catholic 
Charities hopes to broaden its 
current network with communi¬ 
ty-based agencies in order that the 


“Safe Schools Project” will serve as 
a model for the nation. T

Cosmetic treatment 
options for facial wasting

M any people with HIV are 
experiencing changes in 
their physical appearance 
due to new anti-viral combina¬ 
tion therapies. Facial wasting is 
one of the most noticeable of 
these body shape changes which, 
according to some recent 
studies, affect to some de¬ 
gree nearly three- 
quarters of all people ( 
on combination ther¬ 
apy. Despite improving 
health, body shape 
changes can make patients 
appear sicker than before 
treatment began. 

Some people with 
HIV are considering 
abandoning their 
treatment due to changes in their 
appearance. 

In the interview below, Dr. 
Richard Glogau, a dermatologist 
at the University of California, 
San Francisco,(UCSF) discuses 
cosmetic treatment options for 
patients with facial wasting. Glo¬ 
gau has worked with HIV patients 
with Kaposi’s sarcoma (KS) since 
the start of the epidemic, and is 
part of the UCSF team seeking to 
identify HPV-8 as the causative 
agent of KS. 

Q. How many patients have you 
seen with facial wasting? What's 
the cause? 

A. Over the last two years, I 
have seen at least two dozen pa¬ 
tients with facial wasting. I never 
saw it to this extent prior to the 
advent of protease inhibitors ex¬ 
cept in patients who had severe, 
end-stage AIDS wasting. I don’t 
know whether it is secondary to 
the drugs or whether people sim¬ 
ply live long enough with the dis¬ 
ease to develop the wasting now. 


What is happening to patients 
with facial wasting? 

Facial wasting is characterized 
by the slow, steady loss of the sub¬ 
cutaneous fat, loss of submucosal 
fat (beneath the eyes, in the 
cheeks, in the chin and neck), and 
the submuscular fat in the tem¬ 
ples. All the compartments are 
similarly affected and the end re¬ 
sult is that the skin is lying direct¬ 
ly on the muscle fascia with no 
deeper compartment of fat 
behind it. 

What are the current 
cosmetic options for 
treatment of facial 
wasting? 

The cosmetic options 
depend on the degree 
of wasting present. 
Milder cases can be 
successfully treated 
with Zyderm collagen and Der- 
malogen, which can be injected 
through a 30 gauge needle. Other 
injectable options, such as Hyal- 
form gel and Restylane gel, are 
available in Europe but not yet in 
the U.S. (Injectable treatments 
need to be periodically repeated 
to maintain the effect.) 

Implants can be used for more 
severe cases. AlloDerm is a cadav¬ 
er acellular collagen implant that 
can be placed in the subcutaneous 
space left behind. Other implants, 
such as SoftForm and GoreTex, 
are also available. 

What are the costs? Will insur¬ 
ance pay? 

At the cheapest, Zyderm would 
run about $400 a treatment and 
needs to be repeated every three 
months. SoftForm implants 
would run in the $3,000-and-up 
range and might need additional 
implants as the wasting pro¬ 
gressed. So far, insurance has not 
covered any of these treatments 
that I am aware of. 


What's the recovery time? 

The injectables are walk-in, 
walk-out. The GoreTex and Soft- 
Form have four- to seven-day re¬ 
covery times. 

Are new options in the pipeline? 

Restylane, Hyalform, and 
other injectables are a year or two 
away from being marketed. We 
are waiting for the technical pro¬ 
duction of newer (larger) sizes of 
SoftForm, which maybe available 
in clinical trials as early as Febru¬ 
ary of next year. 

What do you recommend to your 
patients? 

It is very difficult to generalize 
since each case must be evaluated 
for the location and degree of vol¬ 
ume loss. I think the SoftForm 
may offer a permanent if remov¬ 
able fix and simply needs to be 
tailored to the individual needs of 
the HIV patients. The sizes we 
currently have are essentially too 
small to be economically practical. 
Larger pieces will permit greater 
correction with fewer procedures. 
I would be happy to speak with 
any patients with facial wasting. 
Hopefully we will be in a position 
to offer them something [better] 
in the first quarter of next year. 

Some people think that cosmetic 
treatment for facial wasting is 
just a quick-fix for the vain. What 
do you think? 

Having seen my friends and 
associates succumb over the years 
to uncontrolled HIV disease, and 
having seen the undetectable viral 
loads in my patients with some of 
the new anti-viral agents, I would 
prefer that people stick with their 
therapies and see if we can come 
up with something that would 
help them with their wasting. It 
seems a relatively minor price to 
pay for prolonged life. ▼ 



' Fossil' HIV found hiding in semen

H octors reported Friday, No¬ 
ll vember 13 they have found 
w a silent form of HIV hiding 
in semen that remains infectious 
in men whose aggressive drug 
treatment has reduced levels of 
the virus to undetectable levels. 

Investigators at Philadelphia’s 
Thomas Jefferson University said 
they found the hidden HIV, which 
they call a provirus, in the semen 
of four out of seven men who had 
responded well to aggressive drug 
treatment for AIDS. The men had 
no detectable free virus circulat¬ 
ing in their blood or semen. 

Dr. Roger J. Pomerantz, who 
led the research, likened provirus 
to a “fossil virus,” and said it tucks 
its genetic material into the DNA 
of certain cells, where it can hide 
in for years in a dormant state. 

Pomerantz said the provirus 
showed no sign of the genetic 
changes that occur to the virus 
after years of anti-AIDS therapy. 

But his research, presented in 
Denver at the annual meeting of 
the Infectious Diseases Society of 
America, has shown that given the 
right conditions, the virus can be¬ 
come active again. In his experi¬ 
ment, Pomerantz found that these 
proviruses will start to grow again 
in the laboratory when cultured 


with blood cells from people who 
were not infected. 

Pomerantz says the proviruses 
can reseed the patient once drug 
therapy is stopped. Also, the dor¬ 
mant viruses can be passed on to 
another person, where they can 
cause a new infection. 

This means that even if drug 
treatment seems to be working, 
HIV-positive men have to practice 
safe sex, Pomerantz said. 

These men may not be as con¬ 
tagious as those with detectable 
virus, but they still pose a risk, he 
warned. 

Scientists are trying to develop 
strategies for wiping out these last 
traces of virus. Pomerantz said it 
may take drugs to kill off the cells 
where HIV finds sanctuary, or 
treatments that activate the cells 
and the virus so the antivirals can 
do their job. 

Pomerantz says he believes 
these lingering viruses will also be 
found in HIV-infected women 
who undergo HAART, or highly 
active anti-retroviral therapy - 
usually a three-drug regimen in¬ 
volving protease inhibitors. 

A related study at the Denver 
meeting found that in women, 
HAART was successful in sharply 
reducing the amount of virus in 
the genitals, bringing it down to 
undetectable levels in more than 
half of the study participants. 


Dr. Susan Cu-Uvin, a professor 
of obstetrics and gynecology at 
Brown University in Providence, 
Rhode Island, said the study sug¬ 
gests that this kind of therapy may 
reduce the chances that a woman 
will transmit the virus during het¬ 
erosexual sex, or to her baby dur¬ 
ing childbirth. 

In her study of 176 women, 
about a third were getting the po¬ 
tent drug cocktails, a third were 
getting milder therapies, and an¬ 
other third were taking no drug at 
all. 

About 89 percent of the 
women on HAART had unde¬ 
tectable levels of virus in the gen¬ 
ital tract, compared to 74 percent 
on less intense treatments and 67 
percent of women taking no anti- 
AIDS drugs at all. 

“We would encourage every 
woman to go on HAART,” she 
said, but added, “however, many 
women do not want to take them 
because the regimens are difficult, 
involving dozens of pills a day, 
and they can cause serious side ef¬ 
fects.” 

Like Pomerantz, Cu-Uvin 
warned that women should con¬ 
tinue to practice safe sex even if 
the drugs seem to have wiped out 
the virus. It may be undetectable, 
she says, but it doesn’t mean it’s 
not there. 

She says, "It’s not a cure.” T

Information for Patients About VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 
Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should, 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should pt take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute?Cardioquin?Quinidex?and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot®and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hoursHbefore 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

+ 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

Panretin approved 
to treat KS

|P||- eople with Kaposi’s sarco¬ 
ma (KS) will soon have a 
topical drug - Panretin - to 
help treat skin lesions associated 
with the disease. The Oncology 
Drugs Advisory Committee of 
the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion (FDA) voted 8 to 1 to rec¬ 
ommend approval of the product 
at a meeting in Silver Spring, 
Maryland, on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 16. Final approval will likely 
come in a few months and Pan¬ 
retin should become available 
early next year. 

The active ingredient in Pan¬ 
retin is retinoic acid, which is 
found in Vitamin A. The gel is 
applied to skin lesions two to 
four times a day. Neither its de¬ 
veloper Ligand Pharmaceuticals, 
nor the FDA understands its 
mechanism of action. 

Clinical trials showed a 
shrinking in the size, height, and 
color of skin lesions, and a re¬ 
duction in pain in up to a third 
of the patients. The differences 
depended upon the standards 
used and who was making the 
evaluation. 

About three-quarters of pa¬ 


tients experienced some burning 
or redness from the product, but 
that was relatively mild and few 
people dropped out of the trial. 
The symptoms were reduced 
with fewer applications and went 
away completely a week or so 
after stopping use. It is not ab¬ 
sorbed into the body, and there¬ 
fore has no effect on internal KS. 

Ligand called Panretin “a new 
direction in therapy” as the first 
topical agent for treating skin le¬ 
sions. It has the advantage of 
being self-administered so the 
patient can use it on new lesions 
as they begin to appear, and ad¬ 
just patterns of use if there is an 
allergic reaction. 

FDA evaluator Dr. Robert M. 
White, Jr., expressed little con¬ 
cern over the safety of the prod¬ 
uct. He demonstrated the subjec¬ 
tivity of using photographs to 
evaluate changes in lesions, and 
concluded that Panretin was per¬ 
haps less effective than the spon¬ 
sor claimed. 

Ligand flew in four PWAs 
who participated in the trails and 
were pleased with their results. 
All testified to the shrinking and 
even disappearance of their dis¬ 
figuring lesions. “My life is start¬ 
ing to feel normal again,” said 


Thomas J. Kennedy of Buffalo, 
New York. 

Spoilers from TAG 

The lone opposition to Pan¬ 
retin came in a letter for the 
record from the Treatment Ac¬ 
tion Group (TAG) in New York. 
It questioned some of the opera¬ 
tional procedures and outcomes 
of the clinical trials. And it con¬ 
cluded, “Temporarily replacing a 
disfiguring lesion with a disfigur¬ 
ing rash/burn/scar still filled with 
KS spindle cells does not repre¬ 
sent an effective treatment for 
cutaneous KS.” 

The advisory panel grappled 
with the question of how much of 
the improvement in lesions and 
durability of effect might be at¬ 
tributed to Panretin and how 
much to changes in underlying 
conditions such as reduced viral 
load and improved CD4 counts. 
The data provided no clear an¬ 
swers. 

No one considers Panretin a 
blockbuster answer for treating 
KS. But Dr. Donald Abrams, an 
oncologist at San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, seemed to sum up 
the committee’s feelings when he 
said; “It’s safe, so why not let peo¬ 
ple try it.” ▼ 


DPH has new HIV test, wants 
you to help determine its use

£|;P he San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health 
(DPH) is looking for com¬ 
munity members to serve on its 
Community Advisory Board 
(CAB) as the department increas¬ 
ingly uses a new supplemental 
HIV test that can distinguish re¬ 
cent from long-standing HIV in¬ 
fection. 

The new “detuned ELISA” test 
is offered at anonymous and con¬ 
fidential testing sites, and can 
identify those who have serocon- 
verted in the last six months. But 
because the test is part of a re¬ 
search study, detuned ELISA re¬ 
quires client consent and is only 
conducted on HIV-positive blood 
specimens. 

Dr. Willie McFarland, director 
of the HIV seroepidemiology unit 
at DPH, sees the test as a preven¬ 
tion tool and an opportunity for 


those infected to seek early treat¬ 
ment. Also, partners of the recent¬ 
ly infected who were placed at re¬ 
cent risk could seek post-exposure 
prevention, or PEP, therapy. 

Since the test can identify re¬ 
cent infection, one of its more im¬ 
portant aspects is the ability to in¬ 
terrupt the chain of HIV trans¬ 
mission through early partner no¬ 
tification. 

According to McFarland, the 
detuned ELISA CAB is being as¬ 
sembled as a way to advise the 
DPH about administering the test 
and assisting HIV-infected per¬ 
sons with voluntary partner 
counseling and referral services. 

McFarland went on to say that 
the rate of HIV-infection has re¬ 
mained at a steady state over the 
last few years, comprising a 
changing group of individuals. 
Research from the detuned ELISA 
hopes to target that changing 
group of individuals and break up 
the chain of infection by finding 


out how recently the seroconver¬ 
sion occurred. 

Dr. Sandy Schwarcz, director 
of the AIDS surveillance unit, also 
sees the detuned ELISA as a pre¬ 
vention tool. “Detuned ELISA 
will tell us where transmission is 
occurring now,” she said. “With 
this information, we are in a 
much better position to direct 
programs to populations at great¬ 
est risk.” 

But will the detuned ELISA ac¬ 
tually help to reduce the number 
of people becoming infected? The 
answer to that is not clear. 

So far DPH has three members 
for the detuned ELISA CAB, and 
is looking for more. V

F or the first time in Gay 
Games history, Amsterdam 
officials included rowing in 
the array of sports, and what a 
welcome addition it was, worthy 
of a Merchant-Ivory film. 

The weather was near-perfect, 
and the lengthy man-made lake at 
Bosbaan Park (which was 
also the setting for 
Triathlon competitions, 
and the practice field of 
the Dutch national rowing 
team) served the interna¬ 
tional array of competing 
teams. 

The Bay Blades 
competed in a variety 
of events, from eight- 
person sculls to single 
events in both men’s 
and women’s cate¬ 
gories. The eight-man A-level 
men’s event won the Blades a 
bronze. In men’s D single sculls, 
A1 Chase took first place, and the 
women B/C coxed four oars took 
fourth. The men’s A coxed four 
oars, the Blades also came in 
third. 

Not resting on their laurels, the 
Bay Blades continue their success¬ 
es in California regattas. At the re¬ 
cent Foster City Lagoon Regatta, 



their mixed eight crew came in 
first place. They’re also competing 
in the Stanford Regatta this Sun¬ 
day. 

Team President Britt Tennell 
called Gay Games V an “extraor¬ 
dinarily exhilarating event,” and 
was quite overwhelmed at one of 
their events to finally have made 
it to the Games. “It’s the culmina¬ 
tion of what we’ve been doing for 
over a year.” 

The Blades raced 
with teams from the 
Netherlands, Ger¬ 
many, and U.S. cities like 
Austin, and hit it off well 
with the British team.

wave around to prove they won.” 

This diverse crew of people ac¬ 
complished a goal of personal 
bests, and team bests, including 
having a good time. Among the 
competitors were crew teams fa¬ 
miliar to rower Ayala, but “meet¬ 
ing new people was fantastic. 
Everyone there was so friendly.” 

Ayala noted that “the competi¬ 
tion was pretty good. There were 
some really competent teams. 
What made it for me is that the 
team that should have won did. 
The folks who were real hard 
workers were rewarded.” 

Nationalistic patriarchal 
competition, yet fun 

Since hauling huge fiberglass 
boats and wooden oars overseas 
would have been nigh impossible, 
the Amsterdam rowing club went 
out of its way to provide equip¬ 
ment for the visiting teams. 
“There were very few hitches,” 
Ayala said, “for such a massive 
event.” 

Nuanez considers the folks in 
his sport lucky. “From the stories I 
heard about events like skating, 
the only response from the Dutch 
organizers should have been, 
‘Sorry, we fucked up.’ A level of in¬ 
competence was pervasive.” 

As for rowing, last-minute 
changes, due to late-registering 
athletes, led to a bit of confusion. 
Rowers were also faced with vary¬ 
ing age categories, something, ac¬ 
cording to Nuanez, they weren’t 
informed of before arriving in 
Amsterdam. 

Despite such problems, the ac¬ 
tual preparation for the event was 
considered by the Blades to be ex-

cellent, considering the accom¬ 
plishment of their organizers, 
who “basically went to the Dutch 
straight clubs saying,‘Can we bor¬ 
row $100,000 of your equipment 
and give it to people we don’t even 
know?’ That they did that shows a 
lot.” 

More important, straight and 
gay rowers came together, very 
much in the spirit of friendship, 
and that is always a victory. 

“I didn’t start getting into ath¬ 
letics until my mid-30s,” said Nu¬ 
anez. “For me, it’s about learning 
what my body can do,” and not 
the sometimes unfriendly com¬ 
petitive aspect he saw in some 
other sports. “The heterosexist 
patriarchal structure of medaling 
put some people in a bad place, so 
they didn’t have a good time.” 

The more competitive, and na¬ 
tionalistic aspects of Gay Games 
irked him as well. “People kept 
asking, ‘What team? What coun¬ 
try?’ as if that were our identity. 
It’s not like we’re carrying a flag 
for anybody. I went for me.” 

To Ayala, “the Games was in¬ 
teresting for things that went on 
outside of athletics,” noting that 
the atmosphere of the event was 
also sociable as well. “It seemed 
flirtation was the real event.” 

And while the crew team has 
grown in the past year, they’re al¬ 
ways welcoming rookies, said 


team captain Joe D’Armiento, 
“but be prepared to train.” 

Whether they win medals or 
not, the Blades inclusion in future 
Gay Games is uncertain. As of 
now, it’s not included in either the 
core or exhibition sport lists for 
Gay Games VI. D’Armiento said 
that Sydney may not even have a 
regulation course. 

Oh well, perhaps they can 
compete on the beach against 
those lifeguards with the perpet¬ 
ual Speedo wedgies. T

New safer way opens 
behind Safeway for bikers

WM& he new Duboce Bikeway 
opens this Saturday, No¬ 
ll vember 21 at 2 p.m. as San 
Francisco’s first car-free boule¬ 
vard. The opening will be capped 
by the unveiling of a new mural 
painted by over 120 San Francisco 
Bicycle Coalition (SFBC) volun¬ 
teers under the direction of local 
artist Mona Caron. 

The Duboce Bikeway is ap¬ 
proximately two-blocks long and 
is the first of its kind in San Fran¬ 
cisco, located directly behind the 
Market Street Safeway and fran¬ 
chise conglomeration. The bike¬ 
way has been unofficially open for 
two months, but Saturday’s cele¬ 
bration will announce to the pub¬ 
lic the official arrival of the peo¬ 
ple’s car-free bike zone. 

The Department of Parking 
and Traffic (DPT) will have to 
suspend their meter-maid efforts 
on the new bikeway as only bikes, 
pedestrians and Muni trains will 
be allowed within the zone. 

Bicyclists, pedestrians, and 
streetcar riders also will be “treat¬ 
ed to a dramatically improved 
view upon the unveiling of the 


city’s newest mural,” said Leah 
Shahum, program director of the 
SFBC. 

“The 6,000-square-foot Duboce 
Bikeway Mural,” Shahum contin¬ 
ued, “will be viewed daily by 
49,000 streetcar riders, 2,000 
pedestrians, and 1,000 bicyclists.” 
To that effect the mural stands as 
a symbol of community coopera¬ 
tion and activism and a desire to 
implement sustainable modes of 
transportation. 

The mural intends to convey a 
cinematic effect when in motion, 
“such as while biking by on the 
new Duboce Bikeway,” mural co¬ 
ordinator Joel Pomerantz said. 

The SFBC hopes that this car- 
free lane will be the inspiration for 
many more bike- and pedestrian- 
centered boulevards to grace the 
city. 

The Duboce Bikeway was 
made possible through a quarter- 
million dollar federal grant se¬ 
cured by the DPT’s bicycle pro¬ 
gram. The last brush strokes on 
the mural will take place just be¬ 
fore the official unveiling, fol¬ 
lowed by a narrative tour of the 
intricate design and history be¬ 
hind the various segments of the 
mural itself. ▼

tion for the permit “because of se¬ 
rious concerns regarding several 
changes which I now understand 
are being planned.” 

Romero says everything’s fine 
and on track for the march, set to 
begin at 6:30 p.m. in front of 
Milk’s old camera store, now the 
Skin Zone on Castro Street near 
19th Street, and conclude behind 
the retrofitted City Hall on Polk 
Street. 

Milk and Moscone were 
gunned down in City Hall by ex¬ 
supervisor Dan White on Novem¬ 
ber 27,1978. 

“We [Milk Club] are doing it 
this year. It’s proceeding as 
planned,” Romero told the Bay 
Area Reporter. Romero said he 
doesn’t understand what all the 
fuss is about, other than to say 
that apparently, White “wanted us 
to have certain people here.” 

And although Romero says the 
club is “inviting everybody” to the 
march, not everybody has been in¬ 
vited to speak - and that, along 
with the earlier than usual starring 
time, still has White seeing red. 

Muted speakers? 

One of White’s main criticisms 
with the march is that current 
queer officeholders, namely Su¬ 
pervisors Mark Leno and Leslie 
Katz, and Mayor Willie Brown, a 
strong supporter of the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender (LGBT) 
community, haven’t been invited 
to speak at the event. 

Leno told the B.A.R. that.it’s 
his understanding he should be 
receiving an invitation to speak at 
the event. Katz’s office had not re¬ 
ceived an invitation to speak at 
press time. Supervisor and board 
president-elect Tom Ammiano 
has been asked to speak, Romero 


said, and the mayor is not being 
asked to speak. 

“It’s not a chance for people to 
get on stage,” he said. 

“I have a list, not with me, of 
folks who worked on his [Har¬ 
vey’s] campaign,” Romero told the 
B.A.R ., adding those people are 
expected to share some words 
during the march. The march is a 
commemoration of Milk’s suc¬ 
cessful campaign for supervisor, 
Romero added. 

White disagrees, saying the 
march “is a direct reaction to the 
1978 murder of a mayor, George 
Moscone, and a gay supervisor, 
Harvey Milk. 

“It is also my belief that this is 
a community response. This 
means it is not a government- 
sponsored march and it is not a 
quasi-commercial event such as 
the gay parade,” White stated in a 
letter to Brown, Leno, Katz, and 
Ammiano. 

Romero said the club is trying 
to contact members of the 
Moscone family, though they have 
not taken part in past memorial 
events. 

The mayor is planning an 
event to commemorate Milk and 
Moscone this Tuesday, November 
24 at the Opera House. (See side- 
bar, this page.) Rebecca Prozan, 
the mayor’s liaison to the LGBT 
community, told the B.A.R. the 
mayor would like to speak at the 
Milk Club’s event. “I’m sure the 
mayor would love to have an invi¬ 
tation, and that’s all I better say. 
He feels it’s an important part of 
San Francisco’s history.” 

Romero said that openly les¬ 
bian Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden and former Supervisor 
Harry Britt are still to be con¬ 
firmed as speakers, and other 
speakers will include past Milk 
Club presidents besides Migden. 

A spokesman for Migden said 
Tuesday, November 17 that she 


has not received an invitation to 
speak, but may be out of town for 
the Thanksgiving holiday. 

Romero said that the mayor 
“has never spoken at a Milk Club 
March.” Prozan said Brown has 
appeared at every march com¬ 
memorating the assassination of 
Milk since he became mayor with 
the exception of last year’s event, 
because it was held on a holiday. 
“He only missed last year because 
he was with his family on Thanks¬ 
giving,” she said. 

Too early? 

White also said the 6:30 p.m. 
starting time will prevent the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus from 
performing, because it will be 
singing at the Macy’s Union 
Square tree-lighting ceremony. 
However, Mitulski held out hope 
that logistics could be worked out. 
If the chorus was to perform at the 
end of the march, that would 
probably give members enough 
time to get from Union Square to 
City Hall, just one Muni stop away. 

“I think everyone’s focus 
should be on letting people know 
about the history and legacy of 
Milk and Moscone,” Mitulski told 
the B.A.R., adding he hopes the 
chorus can perform at the end. 

Jim Payne, executive director 
of the chorus, told the B.A.R. that 
the group “is'hoppin’ on the first 
Muni” after the Union Square gig, 
and will perform at the end of the 
march at City Hall. 

Children from the Harvey 
Milk Civil Rights Academy are ex¬ 
pected to perform at the begin¬ 
ning of the march, and that was 
one of the reasons Romero gave 
for the earlier starting time. “Our 
concern is more with safety and 
the children’s chorus performing,” 
said Romero. 

White said that in the past, 
marches have usually started 
around 7 or 7:30 p.m. ▼ 


Memorials mark 
Milk-Moscone murders

T he 20th anniversary of the murders of Mayor George 
Moscone and Supervisor Harvey Milk is Friday, November 
27, and in recognition, there are events taking place to com¬ 
memorate the occasion. Moscone and Milk were shot at City Hail 
by ex-supervisor Dan White, who later committed suicide follow¬ 
ing his release from prison. 

Milk was an openly gay Jewish man who helped organize the 
Castro into a socio-political mecca. In response to the horrific event 
20 years ago, the community responded with a peaceful candlelight 
march and people gathered at Sha’ar Zahav, which was a new con¬ 
gregation at the time, to find comfort in community. 

This year, Congregation Sha’ar Zahav will host a special com¬ 
memorative Shabbat service on Friday, November 20 (the an¬ 
niversary of Milk’s death, according to the Jewish calendar). Ser¬ 
vices will begin at 8:15 p.m. in Sha’ar Zahav’s new synagogue, lo¬ 
cated at 290 Dolores Street at 16th Street. The services will in¬ 
clude the traditional Shabbat liturgy, as well as time to remem¬ 
ber Milk and the accomplishments of the gay liberation move¬ 
ment over the last 20 years. Elected officials, including Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden, Supervisors Tom Ammiano, Sue Bierman, 
Amos Brown, Leslie Katz, and Mark Leno, and friends of Milk 
have also been invited.

T rannies of every stripe — drag queens and 
kings, transsexuals, intersexuals, etc. — have 
traditionally had even less say in constructing 
their cultural identities than gay people have 
in creating theirs. An ever-accommodating medical 
profession has kept them as footnotes in the “bizarre 
case histories” sections of weighty medical texts. More 
recently, tranny imagery has become a staple of the diet 
for the insatiable maw of television, from weepy med¬ 
ical and police dramas (“My dear, your girlfriend, yes,

Close encounters 

There was lots of sex appeal on 
display at the latest round of 
openings at Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts last weekend, but it 
was all coming from the artists 
being feted, and not necessarily 
from their work.

Twin peeks

. ow many jokes and puns 
t: can y° u concoct around 

Siamese twins? You’d be 
surprised. In From the Hip 
(Siamese Twin Variations) at the 
New Conservatory Theatre, the 
gross-out groaners arrive almost 
without pause. “You know I don’t 
have a stomach for food,” says 
Sassy Sheraton, the all-American 
conjoined twin who shares a 
“star-spangled bladder” with sis¬ 
ter Sissy. 

Blair Fell, the author of From 
the Hip, claims he came up with 
his satire of the real-life Hilton 
twins before the creators of the 
musical Side Show tapped into the 
same source for their considerably 
more serious take on the subject. 
But From the Hip would open off- 
off-Broadway last year after Side 
Show had already begun its short 
but celebrated Broadway run. In¬ 
evitably, it seemed like a send-up 
of its solemn uptown cousin. 

In San Francisco, From the Hip 
began performances just as Side 
Show was finishing up its run in 
Mountain View. For those who 
made the trek to see the ambitious 
TheatreWorks production, From 
the Hip could have an extra kick 
as the pretensions of the previous 
show get stripped away. But an ex¬ 
posure to Side Show is not re¬ 
quired to catch the drift of From 
the Hip, which mostly has its fun 
in skewering show-biz cliches. 


Maggie Moore, who played Sissy 
in New York, also wrote a collec¬ 
tion of songs for the show that are 
broad pastiches of popular-music 
styles. 

The real-life Hilton sisters 
started in a freak show before 
moving to vaudeville and, briefly, 
to Hollywood. The Sheraton sis¬ 
ters follow a similar trajectory, 
though once in Hollywood, they 
try to pass as unjoined sisters by 
disguising the plainer and less-tal¬ 
ented Sassy as various props (like 
the stake to which Sissy’s Joan of 
Arc is lashed). This imbalance in 
acclaim begins to take its toll on 
their relationship, leading Sassy to 
sing, “Sissy got the body of Venus; 
me, I got no place to put a penis.” 

The Pride Season production 
directed by Stephen Rupsch is a 
spirited and amiably unslick affair 
that is largely driven by Caitlin 
McClure’s and Michelle Darby’s 
performances as Sissy and Sassy. 
Starting out as interchangeable 
personalities with big hair and 
hyper-Brooklyn accents, the ac¬ 
tresses delightfully evolve, with 
McClure’s pseudo-glamorous 
Sissy becoming an outsized cari¬ 
cature in the Marilyn Monroe- 
Jayne Mansfield mold, while 
Darby’s Sassy turns increasingly 
into a bitter schlep. 

All the other roles are shared 
by Mary Jo Mrochinski and Otis 
Morgan. Mrochinski scores best 
as a Russian peasant woman who 
becomes president of the sisters’ 
fan club. Morgan does a good job

with the nerdy Lobster Boy, a fel¬ 
low freak-show performer in love 
with Sassy, though he doesn’t 
quite have the comic chops for his 
other characters. 

From the Hip revels in a bad 
taste that sometimes skirts the 
edge, and the thalidomide jokes 
probably cross it. But mostly, the 
tale is told with a knowing silli¬ 
ness that doesn’t overstay its wel¬ 
come. Barely 90 minutes long 
with the intermission, this is a 
show that knows that slight 
should also be short. T

tist who thinks you ought to 
know something, probably for 
your own benefit, can never allow 
the imagination an honest auton¬ 
omy.” Certainly there is no moral 
high ground on display in The 
Possibilities, a condition that can 
both challenge and confound the 
audience. 

When a family of weavers, 
huddled against a battle being 
fought for their village, discovers 
that the blood of the slain soldiers 
makes an excellent dye, one fami¬ 
ly member timidly questions the 
propriety of this enterprise. “You 
quibble with the will of God?” 
comes the rebuke. 

In another scene, an emperor 
shares his anguish at his soldiers’ 
sufferings with his groom, who 
assures him that what is needed is 
a good night’s sleep that will leave 
him looking rested and better able 
to instill confidence. “So it is in 
their interest that I do not listen to 
their cries,” the emperor con¬ 
vinces himself, and not without 
some reason. 

In a bureaucrat’s office in a 
post-revolutionary society, a 
woman who has dared to show a 
provocative glimpse of ankle is ac¬ 
cused of inspiring despair in the 
male population. “You subvert his 
right to be a simple man,” she is 
told. “You oppress him.” 

Queasy street 

These are among the more ac¬ 
cessible segments in the collec¬ 
tion, which can grow murky and 
opaque. Most, however, possess a 

kind of queasy staying power that 
attests to Barker’s effective ma¬ 
nipulation of language and im¬ 
ages. 

It also attests to director Ben 
Yalom’s careful exploration of the 
material, and to his ensemble 
cast’s skill at taking on a variety of 
characters that are seldom rooted 
in standard dramatic realities. 
Among the characters and per-

raphy recreated under the direc¬ 
tion of Derick K. Grant. The play’s 
first act takes the viewer from the 
slave ships to Jazz Age Chicago; 
the second act picks up with the 
advent of “talkies” and concludes 
with a voiceover expression of the 
cast’s current experience of being 
black in America. The enormous 
sweep of this production is great¬ 
ly enhanced by the minimal, im¬ 
pressionist script and the creative 
decision to let the music do most 
of the talking. 

The unifying characters of the 
play are a black diva (Vickilyn 
Reynolds) referred to as ’da 
Singer, and a narrator (Thomas 
Silcott) called ’da Voice. Reynolds 
is a full-figured woman in posses¬ 
sion of a knockout voice and 
charming stage presence, al¬ 
though her diction could use 
some improvement. These char¬ 
acters are supported by four sen¬ 
sational male dancers (Sean Field¬ 
er, Jimmy Tate, Dominique Kelley, 
and Vincent Gingham) and two 
great drummers (Dennis Dove 
and Martin Luther King). 

Show-stopping numbers in the 
first act include “Industrializa¬ 
tion,” an amazingly inventive rep¬ 
resentation of rural blacks work¬ 
ing in Northern factories. Here 
the story is told solely through tap 
dance and percussion, assisted by 
a brilliant minimal set design by

oward Barker is a prolific, 

• difficult British playwright 
whose works have only 
trickled into this country. For 
some, even that maybe too much 
of a flow. “The most terrifying ex¬ 
port since football hooliganism,” 
wrote a critic in London’s Daily 
Telegraph. The theater press of his 
country has also called him “a 


misfit,” “an elitist,” “arrogant,” and 
“a ranting wildman.” 

San Francisco is getting a rare 
taste of the aptly named Barker 
with a production his 1988 play 
The Possibilities, a collection of 10 
fables that take place on the for¬ 
lorn edges of meaningless wars 
and revolutions. Ironies about 
love, lust, family, power, oppres¬ 
sion, knowledge, and vengeance 
emerge in the smartly acted pro¬ 
duction presented by foolsFURY. 
Take-home messages are harder 
to come by. 

“Art does not benefit from the 
conscience of its creator,” Barker 
wrote in a 1997 essay. “A drama-

formers that stand out are Wen¬ 
dell Willat as the despairing em¬ 
peror; Timothy Hull as his groom 
and, in another scene, a torturer- 
for-hire; Todd Parmley as a para¬ 
noid bookseller; Tessa Koning- 
Martinez as the ankle bearer; and 
Tessa Zugmeyer as her cheerily 
chilly interrogator. Also making 
contributions are Linda Ayres- 
Frederick, Janis DeLucia, and 
Danny Wolohan. 

Todd Barker’s percussion and 
sound effects help punctuate and 
enliven the production, which 
provides an intriguing introduc¬ 
tion to the idiosyncratic Barker. 
For its program cover, foolsFURY 
picked a quote from the play¬ 
wright that, by the time the play 
was over, seemed particularly apt: 
“In a time when nothing is clear, 
the infliction of clarity is stale ar¬ 
rogance.” ▼

Riccardo Hernandez. “Pan Han¬ 
dlers” gives the drummers their 
first opportunity to shine in a 
number played solely on pots and 
pans. And “Som’thin’ From 
Nuthin’” eloquently portrays the 
way African-Americans not only 
recreated themselves from the 
depths of oppression but went on 
to pioneer unique forms of dance 
and music. 

The company turns in some 
unforgettable moments, but the 
show suffers from a lack of conti¬ 
nuity between numbers and prob¬ 
lematic pacing. Despite everyone’s 
best efforts, the show never quite 
catches fire enough to grab the 
audience’s attention and hold it. 
Beyond the play’s thematic con¬ 
tent, this is a show which revolves 
around percussion — the inces¬ 
sant rhythmic beat of taps or 
drums — a sound which can be 
hypnotic and engrossing to 
dancers and musicians, but some¬ 
what off-putting to others. Bring 
in ’Da Noise, Bring in ’Da Funk is 
a challenging, uneven show, but 
its startling originality makes it a 
worthy inclusion in this year’s 
“Best of Broadway” season. ▼

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The killing of Sister Whale 

Ian McKellen stars as Frankenstein's gay dad in 'Gods and Monsters'

ueer actor Ian McKellen 
gets to play queer director 
. James Whale in Bill Con¬ 
dons new film Gods and Monsters. 
Much of the film takes place in 
1957 during Whale’s last days, 
when the washed-up Hollywood 
director was remembered — if at 
all — only for directing Franken¬ 
stein and The Bride of Franken¬ 
stein. Screenwriter/director Con¬ 
don adapts Christopher Bram’s 
biography, Father of Frankenstein, 
with an eye to metaphor. Who are 
the gods, who are the monsters, 
and what are their roles and re¬ 
sponsibilities? But these heady 
questions do not get their fullest 
exploration in the resulting film, 
which is strictly Death in Venice 
meets Sunset Boulevard. 

James Whale’s career is over 
and his health is failing; we find 
him entrusted to the care of his 
faithful housekeeper Hannah 
(Lynn Redgrave) in his Pacific Pal¬ 
isades manse. A wildly swishy film 
student shows up to interview 
Whale about his career, provoking 
the first of Whale’s many autobio¬ 
graphical flashbacks. But the real 
meat of the film, so to speak, is the 
arrival of Whale’s ex-Marine lawn 
dog, Boone (Brendan Fraser). 
Boone, in a sleeveless T-shirt and 
chinos, pouts his way around the 
lawnmower, attracting the rapt at¬ 
tention of Whale, who eventually 
gets the young gardener to pose 
for a portrait. A weirdly skewed 
camaraderie develops between the 
aging queer director and the 
young hunk who is impressed by 
Whale’s artistic credentials. Whale 
offers glimpses of his Hollywood 
past while enticing Boone to re¬ 
move more clothing with each sit¬ 
ting. Boone gets increasingly ner¬ 
vous about the nature of their re¬ 
lationship, while Whale becomes 
more despondent and desperate. 
On the sidelines, Boone’s girl¬ 


friend (Lolita Davidovich) and the 
housekeeper Hannah insert them¬ 
selves into the men’s relationship 
in destructive ways. The end, 
when it comes, recalls the 
wretched cinematic humiliation of 
Sister George — minus the 
“Mooooo!” 

lago in a maid’s uniform 

As Hannah, Lynn Redgrave al¬ 
most steals the Film. In her stiff, 
starched uniform, she oversees 
her master’s life. And in her delib¬ 
erate manipulations and homo- 
phobic betrayal, Hannah reveals 
her personality to be more along 
the lines of lago than Desdemona. 
Ian McKellen, one of the finest ac¬ 
tors of his generation, is not 
working up to his potential in a 
role that seems tailor-made for 
him. His portrayal of Whale lacks 
dramatic edge, as does Brendan 
Fraser’s rendering of the garden¬ 
er Boone. The tension between 
the two men, which should be vis¬ 
ceral, somehow gets reduced to an 
intellectual proposition, diluted 
by McKellen’s blank stares as he 
recalls The Great War and Holly¬ 
wood in the ’30s. There is more 
fire in the reactions of Boone’s 
girlfriend and Whale’s housekeep¬ 
er. Although the film works on 
many levels, especially in its visu¬ 
al recreation of the times, its reach 
exceeds its grasp. The credit and 
the blame rest squarely on the 
shoulders of writer/director Bill 
Condon. 

Condon clearly set out to 
make a film that plays with the 
metaphors of Frankenstein. He 
draws a clear parallel between 
Whale’s role as cinematic god and 
his role in creating the relation¬ 
ship with Boone, who becomes 
the surrogate monster. Other gods 
and monsters are also offered in 
the guise of Hollywood stars, di¬ 
rectors, and film students. But al¬ 
most half of the film consists of 
the dialogue between Boone and 
Whale, and these scenes are the

film’s Achilles’ heel. Whale pontif¬ 
icates and recollects while Boone 
grunts and responds in monosyl¬ 
lables — theirs is a series of 
skewed thrusts which circumnav¬ 
igate the subtext of their relation¬ 


ship. The experiential and genera¬ 
tional gap between the two men 
prevents an intellectual connec¬ 
tion, and their differing sexual 
orientation precludes a physical 
coupling. As a result, their dia¬ 


logue always plays like 
side-by-side monologues, discon¬ 
nected and often tedious; the au¬ 
dience gets neither titillation nor 
assignation. 

There are moments of real po¬ 
etry in Condon’s script, such as 
Whale’s description of his 
hard-scrabble childhood in Eng¬ 
land when the effeminate young¬ 
ster was taken out of school by his 
parents and forced to work, “like 
a family of farmers who’ve been 
given a giraffe and don’t know 
what to do with him except har¬ 
ness him to a plow.” And Condon 
has found some amazing looka- 
likes to play Elizabeth Taylor, 
Boris Karloff, and Elsa Lanchester. 
Their presence, and the inclusion 
of clips from The Bride of 
Frankenstein, help create a 
verisimilitude that is rare in films 
that attempt to portray Holly¬ 
wood’s Golden Age. 

At the end of the film, Boone 
— the married father of a young 
boy — gets to recall Whale and 
the brief period they spent to¬ 
gether. After watching The Bride 
of Frankenstein on television with 
his son, Boone has to take out the 
garbage. He places the lid atop the 
trash can in the harsh glow of a 
streetlight, then disappears into 
the evening fog, stomping down 
the alley in a conscious recreation 
of the monster’s gait. It is a re¬ 
markable moment, one that re¬ 
calls just how wonderful Gods and 
Monsters could have been, and al¬ 
most was. ▼

% azz, like most commercial 
musical forms, has been a 
IP male-dominated form since 
its inception. This undoubtedly 
grew in part out of cultural ex¬ 
pectations and demands — 
women trained from childhood as 
caregivers, homemakers, self-sac¬ 
rificing mothers, and compliant 
wives could not be expected to 
take on the grueling occupation 
of jazz player, which usually in¬ 
volved little money, long hours, 
and endless travel on an allegedly 
corrupt road. And there was 
rarely a happy reception for those 
few women who forced their way 
into the field. Worth repeating is 
the famous story of Dizzy Gille¬ 
spie’s band reacting in horror 
when their leader imported trom¬ 
bonist/arranger Melba Liston: 
“You sent all the way to California 
for a bitch?” The joke was on 
them when Liston’s complex 
arrangements confounded the 
band’s abilities, and their sweet 
comeuppance from Gillespie’s 
own lips still resonates; “Now 
who’s the bitch?” 

The rarity of simpatico men 
like Gillespie in the field was no 
barrier to the most determined 
women. In 1939, the Internation¬ 
al Sweethearts of Rhythm were 
born in Mississippi; they made 
their debut at the Howard Theater 
in Washington, D.C. This 16-piece 
band, who played every venue

from churches and schools to the 
hotspots of Baltimore, D.C., and 
Chicago, were pioneers on several 
fronts; all women, multiracial, 
and best of all, red-hot players 
with standout soloists like Tiny 
Davis on trumpet and the glori¬ 
ously butch Vi Burnside on saxo¬ 
phone. Their amazing career, 
which lasted about a decade, is the 
subject of Greta Schiller and An¬ 
drea Weiss’s enticing but far too 
brief (a mere 30 minutes) docu¬ 
mentary International Sweethearts 
of Rhythm, the first showing in 
Frameline’s new queer documen¬ 


tary series beginning November 
25 at Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts. 

Many of the women were still 
around when the film was made 
in 1986, so there’s a wealth of pri¬ 
mary source material in the form 
of interviews. All of these women 
— from still-elegant band- 
leader/singer Anna Mae Winburn 
to raucous Tiny Davis — objected 
vehemendy to being written off in 
some quarters as a novelty band, 
and 1940s clips of them perform¬ 
ing support their view, not their 
critics’. Winburn’s sexy lyrics like 


“Baby rock me with that jelly 
roll!” are punctuated by superb 
solos, and in fact the group even¬ 
tually was taken seriously, to the 
point that they could challenge 
male groups in the popular “battle 
of the bands” usually restricted to 
males vs. males. At one such event 
they played against Fletcher Hen¬ 
derson’s group. They were given 
their due begrudgingly by male 
musicians who had to compete 
against them and sometimes lost 
in the hot licks department. 

On the chitlin’ circuit 

The “sweethearts” ate, slept, 
and lived together, forming 
tighter-than-family bonds. They 
traveled on a bus through the no¬ 
torious chitlin’ circuit, cleverly 
evading southern racist cops who 
divined or discovered there were 
white women in the band. Roz, a 
white member of the group, 
laughingly recalls the many ways 
her bandmates tried to help her 
pass for black with innumerable 
skin-and-hair dye jobs that some¬ 
times left her looking “mon¬ 
strous.” At a time when foreign 
travel was far out of the reach of 
most black Americans, the Sweet¬ 
hearts spent six months on tour in 
Europe. In their formative period 
they were like pied pipers, luring 
talented female players into the 
group and far away — geograph¬ 
ically and in every other way — 
from their families on the same 
day they auditioned them. 

Inevitably there were lesbian 
overtones to the scene, expressed 
most enthusiastically by leg¬ 
endary tough-gal Tiny Davis. She 
recalls with unabashed lust her 
first view of the women whose 
ranks she was about to enter: “I 
met all those beautiful sweet¬ 
hearts, all these yellow, brown, 
white pretty girls...” Tiny’s story 


is the subject of an equally brief 
but scintillating documentary 
that accompanies the Sweethearts’ 
story. 

Tiny and Ruby: Hell-Divin 
Women shows the still-charismat¬ 
ic Tiny (born in 1909) and her 
lover, drummer Ruby Lucas, 
keeping house, reminiscing, en¬ 
tertaining their family, and prac¬ 
ticing for gigs that never materi¬ 
alize — “I got what it takes,” Tiny 
says stoically, “but ain’t nobody 
wanna take it!” Old newspaper 
clippings show in what high re¬ 
gard she was once held. One calls 
Louis Armstrong and Tiny Davis 
“the King and Queen of Horn,” 
while another from her tour of 
Panama screams in what sounds 
like a bad translation, “More 
thousands demand Tiny!” 

One of the most intriguing as¬ 
pects of her life is her unrepentant 
dykedom. While Ruby is a model 
of regal restraint, 76-year-old 
Tiny is enchantingly vulgar. Re¬ 
counting their first meeting, Ruby 
describes how the band used to go 
to the entrepreneurial Tiny’s after- 
hours because “she sold drinks, 
and food, and all that stuff—” and 
Tiny interrupts off-screen with a 
loud “AND PUSSY!” Ruby’s 
mock-shock at her lover’s lewd¬ 
ness is brief, and they’re both 
quickly cackling about “being run 
out of town” for their lesbian 
trysts. Home movies shot at one 
of their favorite Kansas City gay 
bars in the 1950s gives a tantaliz¬ 
ing view of the subterranean plea¬ 
sures and terrors of that scene. 

Closing the bill is Etang In¬ 
yang’s 16 -minute ode/protest to 
Pam Grier, Badass Supermama. 
Grier’s role as the pimp-slaying, 
pusher-murdering community 
activist in blaxploitation classic 
Foxy Brown is heavily sampled, 
with Inyang interpolating “con¬ 
versations” with Grier’s character 
about sexism, gender issues, and 
body images. When the director 
asks plaintively, “Where are the 
women in your world?” the an¬ 
swer is in a clip from Foxy Browns 
dyke bar sequence, where Grier 
beats the hell out of a bunch of 
uncooperative bull dykes. Inyang’s 
objections to her idol’s allegedly 
unprogressive attitudes put a lot 
on the shoulders of a two-dimen¬ 
sional movie character, but not to 
worry — Grier is oblivious to it 
all, protected by being literally 
and figuratively in a filmic space 
far out of Inyang’s grasp. T

Telling details

Shooting to Kill by Christine Va- 
chon with David Edelstein; Avon 
Books, $12 

he promotional blurb on the 

back of Christine Vachon’s 

Shooting to Kill boasts some 
high-calorie hyperbole from two 
critics who tell us that Ms. Va- 
chon, producer of such indie 
flicks as Safe, Poison, Go Fish, Kiss 
Me Guido and Swoon, is both the 
“godmother of the politically 
committed film” and a “true au¬ 
teur producer.” 

Well, maybe, but you’d never 
know it from reading her book, 
which discusses the nuts and bolts 
of film production in consistently 
low-rent terms, avoiding theoret¬ 
ical jargon like the plague and 
treating filmmaking mostly as 
business, not art. Hence, instead 
of treatises on auteur politics and 
gender twaddle, one finds in these 
pages discussions of things like 
marketing the low-budget film, 
how to get a distributor, what to 
look for in a director of photogra¬ 


phy, and how to finance a film. 
Along the way, Vachon imparts 
no-end of wisdom on such mat¬ 
ters as how to deal with tempera¬ 
mental actors and screaming pro¬ 
duction execs, what to do when 
editors ruin your only existing 
negative, and how to creatively 
negotiate for time and money 
when the bond company financ¬ 
ing your movie wants to shut 
down the show. As an added 
bonus, Shooting to Kill comes 
complete with detailed, behind- 
the-scenes diaries from two of Va¬ 
chon’s films, I Shot Andy Warhol 
and the recent (and regrettable) 
Velvet Goldmine. 

The diaries offer a compelling 
and frequently hilarious look into 
the world of independent film¬ 
making. Anyone who thinks that 
being a film producer means sit¬ 
ting around cafe tables tergiversa¬ 
ting about aesthetics should pe¬ 
ruse these pages, which reveal a 
frequently frazzled Vachon tend¬ 
ing to the day-to-day operations 
of film production while trying to 
focus on the Big Picture, a fairly 
impossible balancing act when 
any given day means dealing with 


such horrors as broken camera 
equipment, a rampaging flu virus, 
unruly actors, egg-throwing van¬ 
dals, and irate suits who want to 
cut the film’s production schedule 
and budget in half. “Basically, a 
low-budget movie is a crisis wait¬ 
ing to happen,” writes Vachon. 
“It’s a lot like childbirth. You have 
to repress the horror or you’ll 
never do it again.” 

Vachon is a gifted writer whose 
prose bubbles with irony and wit, 
even when she’s describing hair-. 
raising situations that would 
make most of us go postal. Much 
of the book is even downright 
dishy, as when Vachon discloses 
that Kids director Larry Clark, an 
established artist in another disci¬ 
pline, didn’t enjoy being told how 
to make a film by people half his 
age, or when Vachon describes 
how she paid a visit to a high-pro¬ 
file New York gossip columnist in 
order to get some much-deserved 
revenge on an inconsiderate ac¬ 
tress. 

Though there’s plenty of dish, 
it’s the intimate details of the film- 
making process that make Shoot¬ 
ing to Kill a memorable and often 
fascinating read, like when Va¬ 
chon lays bare her grand design 
for the first day of shooting on 
Velvet Goldmine : “It’s hard to 
know what to shoot on the first 
day: something not too challeng¬ 
ing and achievable, but also some¬ 
thing that makes you feel like 
you’ve really begun.” At another 
point, Vachon reveals what can 
happen on the set when the all- 
important “Shoot-the-Meat- 
First” rule is ignored and the most 
important daylight-dependent 
scenes of the shooting schedule 
are left till the end of the day, 
when the sun is setting. Details 
like these will have resonance with 
novice filmmakers, and serve as 
educational footnotes to pedantic, 
theory-bound cineastes who 
think that great movies make 
themselves. As Vachon makes per¬ 
fectly clear on every page of this 
book, that’s the illusion that all 
movies strive for, and Shooting to 
Kill is a memorable account of 
just how difficult it is trying to 
make the unreal possible. ▼

festival’s roots as an activist en¬ 
clave. The former looks briefly at 
the deportation of a Mexican 
tranny from Canada; the latter 
pays tribute to a group of trannies 
who didn’t survive their lives on 
the street. 

Program #3 (4 p.m.) resurrects 
the legendary feature Black Lizard. 
Kinji Fukasuku’s 1968 homage to 
pop camp drag stars female im¬ 
personator Akihiro Maruyama as 
the title character, a wonderfully 
vicious tranny and international 
jewel thief. Sweet indeed is Ms. 
Lizard’s revenge against an un¬ 
stylish world as she augments her 
vast jewel collection with human 
jewels — beautiful bodies she em¬ 
balms. Even the author of the 
original property, hypermilitary 
homo writer Yukio Mishima, isn’t 
safe from the claws-of this, queen, , 
— he pops up as one of her em¬ 
balmed dolls. 

Self-defined women 

Program #4 (6:15 p.m.) is an¬ 
other welcome reprise: Susana 
Aikin and Carlos Aparacio’s 
wrenching documentaries on 
homeless trannies and one who 
“escapes” to Christianity with dire 
results. The Transformation 
(1995) visits these brave, funny, 
self-defined women as they eke 
out a life in a vast New York 
dump; Documentary of Ricardo 
(aka Sara in the Salt Mines) shows 
in grim detail what happens when 
misguided religious nuts try to re¬ 
make one of the queens into a 
model husband and churchgoer. 

Soshana Rosenfeld’s wonderful 
Uscent uVa Butch, recently re¬ 
viewed in these pages, can be re¬ 
visited in Program #5 (8:30 p.m,). 
Every permutation of the word 
“butch” is paraded in this inter¬ 
view-based documentary; viewers 
will need a scorecard to keep track \ 
of the sheer variety of self-defin- i 



to reveal their biological maleness 
for alarmed dolts like Archie 
Bunker; and the usual pool of 
gender-depleted morons reacting 
violently to the news (obvious to

of his/her own. In spite of claims 
that such appearances “human¬ 
ize” trannies, it’s clear they’re used 
strictly for their freak-show value. 
Leech’s documentary might have 
included some balancing imagery 
from shows like Kids in the Hall or 
SCTV, which regularly featured 
brilliant, respectful, and very 
funny drag. 

The final program is a heady 
mix of the old and new in the 
transgressive tranny porn genre. 
Festival codirector Christopher 
Lee weighs in with Alley of the 
Tranny Boys (1998), which follows 
a loose aggregation of FTMs in 
their search for s8cm thrills in the 
seedy motels of San Francisco. 
This documentary is explicit, bru¬ 
tal, and occasionally playful, as in 
a charming bathtub sequence 
where Angel and Guy frolic in the 
water, call each other “dude,” and 
compare the state of their ever- 
evolving bodies.

‘Woop Woop’: Oops! 

' Priscilla's director Stephan Elliott stumbles on second outing

suppose there are funnier 

writers than Julia Willis (We 

Oughta Be in Pictures ), but I’d 
be hard-pressed to name them. In 
her first foray into noveldom, 
Willis uses the metaphors and im¬ 
ages of the movies to create as 
winning and vibrant a collection 
of characters as I’ve met in a long 
time. Oh, yes, and Reel Time is 
laugh-out-loud funny, too. 

Lana Turner Tuttle has just 
learned that she is leaving her 
lover. “Actually it was a relief when 
she told me I was leaving her. She 
didn’t exactly put it that way, but 
she was the one who’d fallen in 
love with someone else, so I was 
the one who’d be leaving. Because 
it was her house.” With her now 
ex-lover hot to install the new 
love, Laney has to find a place to 
live and start looking for happily 
ever after all over again. A myste¬ 
rious redhead may be the key to 
sexual fulfillment, if not undying 
love, but only if they can ever ac¬ 
tually be introduced. If relation¬ 
ship angst weren’t trouble enough, 
Laney’s job at a Cambridge, Mass¬ 
achusetts movie revival house is in 
serious jeopardy, owing to her 
boss’s, Irwin’s, insistence on run¬ 
ning too many John Ford festivals, 
so the audience won’t be too gay. 

Willis uses language with a 
surgeon’s skill to expose, to reveal, 
to skewer. Consider Laney’s ob¬ 
servation as she gazes at the the¬ 
atre marquee: “I stare catatonical- 
ly at the marquee. THE BLUE 
ANGEL, it reads, and MOROC-

- he Adventures of Priscilla, 
Queen of the Desert, made 
queer Aussie film director 
Stephan Elliott an overnight sen¬ 
sation. Priscillas costume design¬ 
er Lizzy Gardiner subsequently 
won an Oscar and upstaged the 
entire awards ceremony in a dress 
made of American Express gold 
cards. These two creative spirits 
are joined by Priscilla's produc¬ 
tion designer, Owen Paterson, 
and composer Guy Gross for El¬ 
liott’s new film, Welcome to Woop 
Woop. Once again, the visuals are 
spectacular; but almost every¬ 
thing else in this cinematic waste¬ 
land is a disaster. 

The most compelling thing 
about Welcome to Woop Woop is 
the director’s decision to keep his 
leading man, Jonathon Schaech 
(pronounced Shek) half-naked 
for most of the film. One of the 
cinema’s most alluring boytoys, 
Schaech runs around naked or in 
wet jockey shorts for about ten 
percent of the film. On more than 
one occasion, the camera discov¬ 
ers Schaech spread-eagled, face 
down on the ground, wearing 
only his shorts. In an interesting 
counterpoint, his co-star, Susie 
Porter, is directed to play the 
sex : crazed Angie as a total car- 
tb%h, which only adds to 
Schaech’s stature as the film’s one 
genuine sex object. In a motion 
picture with anything else going 


for it, this phenomenon would be 
worth only a footnote, but 
Schaech’s appeal may be the only 
reason Woop Woop saw the light 
of day. 

The film, ostensibly a comedy, 
opens on the streets of Manhat¬ 
tan as Teddy (Schaech) tries to 
sell some contraband Australian 
parrots to a buyer (Tina Louise of 
Gilligans Island). The deal goes 
south, the birds are released into 
the skies, and Teddy heads off for 
the Australian outback to follow 
his birds. Once there, Teddy 
meets Angie (Porter), who drugs 
him into a shotgun wedding and 
then holds him captive in the tiny 
town of Woop Woop, which we 
are told was founded on the site 
of an old asbestos mine. The 
brain-dead, boozing denizens of 
Woop Woop are ruled with an 
iron Fist by Angie’s father 
Daddy-O (Rod Taylor); no one is 
allowed to leave town without 
Daddy-O’s permission. The rest 
of the film revolves around 
Teddy’s attempts to escape his 
captors. 

Theatre queens 

For reasons never explained, 
the denizens of Woop Woop 
spend most of their spare time in 
group screenings of old Rodgers 
and Hammerstein musicals like 
South Pacific, smoking dope and 
singing along with the lyrics. The 
general ambiance of Woop Woop 
falls somewhere between New 
Orleans’ Mardi Gras and a Sante-

ria ritual, and the production de¬ 
signers and costumer have come 
up with a singularly original cre¬ 
ation. But director Elliott relies 
too heavily on cinematic tricks 
pulled from the hat of Priscilla, 


his debut film. Once again, the 
viewer is treated to long, 
panoramic shots of the Aus¬ 
tralian desert, interrupted by 
blasts of pop music, but this time 
around, the technique is neither 


fresh nor original. Here Elliott’s 
fertile imagination drowns in its 
own fertilizer. 

The critical flaw of Welcome to 
Woop Woop is the absence of a 
script. The screenplay is credited 
to one Michael Thomas, but 
press materials provide no infor¬ 
mation whatsoever about this 
person. Hopefully, Micha'el 
Thomas is a pseudonym, because 
this script is the kind of 
career-killing disaster that no one 
would want on a resume. As a 
comedic sex farce, Welcome to 
Woop Woop is pointless and, 
worst of all, not funny. The cast 
does admirably well under the 
circumstances, playing their roles 
in an appropriately broad man¬ 
ner. The brief appearance of Tina 
Louise, and Rod Taylor’s co-star- 
ring effort as Daddy-O, should 
make the film something of a cu¬ 
riosity for cinema buffs. To re¬ 
lieve the tedium, viewers may 
enjoy drawing parallels between 
the career arc of studly young 
Schaech and that of the aged, 
grizzled Taylor, who was once the 
comely leading man of ’60s 
Hitchcock films The Birds and 
Mamie. It is never a good sign 
when the viewer must create ex¬ 
ercises unrelated to a motion pic¬ 
ture to maintain his interest, but 
Welcome to Woop Woop is one of 
those films. ▼

CO. Irwin and I argued over that 
first title. He wanted it in German, 
Der Blaue Engel, which I consid¬ 
ered too great an affectation even 
for Cambridge.”

If you are also a fan of old 
movies, you’ll enjoy the references 
to classic scenes from classic films. 
Even if your idea of a great time is 
anything but a movie, you’ll enjoy 
meeting the characters who in¬ 
habit Reel Time. T 
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ImPechable

he Lawrence Pech Dance 
Company’s first season at 
H the Yerba Buena Center for 
the Arts Theater is certainly a big 
step for this relatively new 
(founded in 1995) and still quite 
small ensemble. Hopefully, this 
change of venue from Theatre Ar¬ 
taud will attract a much broader 
audience and put this gem of a 
company firmly on the map of 
professional companies in the Bay 
Area. 

Two premieres and two pieces 
from the repertory made up the 
program. The two new works, in¬ 
terestingly both choreographed by 
principal dancers at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Ballet, Julia Adam and Yuri 
Possokhov, were, fortunately, in 
entirely different veins. Pos- 
sokhov’s Spanish Song was danced 
to a live performance of Albeniz’s 
“Cordoba” from Cantos de Espaha 
by guitarists Eric Cabalo and Gyan 
Riley. This solo for Wendy Van 
Dyck was remarkable for its abili¬ 
ty to draw out her hidden emo¬ 
tional depths. Though she danced 
very well in the other pieces, here 
she seemed to have found a chore¬ 
ographer whose language resonat¬ 
ed with her inner voice, and her 
dancing was utterly transformed. 
There were some intriguing 
phrases of movement and some 
very original shapes, and my only 
complaint is that I didn’t get to see 
even more of them. 


Against a plain background, an 
enormous drape of vivid red fab¬ 
ric provided a foil for Ms. Van 
Dyck’s beautiful white dress by 
Cassandra Carpenter. The gui¬ 
tarists seated on stage would have 
been fine, but their music stands 
were a jarring bit of reality that 
ruined the aesthetic. 

Adam’s apples 

Newton (Three Laws of Mo¬ 
tion), choreographed by Julia 
Adam, is loosely based on the fa¬ 
mous physicist’s work. The first 
two sections were to music by 
Bach, and the third to Mozart, all 
very well performed live by an en¬ 
semble under the direction of 
Michael Schroeder with soprano 
Marnie Breckenridge. In a bit of 
unfortunate programming, this 
piece came third, after Pech’s 
opening Euphonia, which was 
danced to three Bach composi¬ 
tions. Because music has a way of 
getting under my skin and into 
my muscles, I couldn’t help but 
make unconscious comparisons. 

What I really want to know is 
why does Bach induce choreogra¬ 
phers to use a lot of running (lit¬ 
erally) around? I suspect that hav¬ 
ing so many notes crammed into 
such short spaces of time in such 
intricately engineered structures 
leaves dancemakers at a loss. How 
could they possibly cope? So they 
just throw their hands (and feet) 
up in the air and take off. 

But there is lots of humor and 
whimsy in Adam’s carefully craft¬

ed choreography. I would almost 
say that it was too formulaic, ex¬ 
cept that it completely suited the 
scientific subject. Especially funny 
was the costuming. The first sec¬ 
tion’s unisex outfits of jackets, 
slacks and hats gave way to the 
slacks and T-shirts of the second 
part, and the piece ended with 
everyone in boxer shorts and un¬ 
dershirts by the third section. 
Since it’s been years since I took 
Physics, 1 would have appreciated 
seeing Newton’s Laws printed in 
the program. Ideally, I should 
have been able to figure them out 
from watching the ballet, but 
Adam, though she did a reason¬ 
ably good job, didn’t quite make 
them all crystal-clear, even though 
the rain of apples at the end 
should have enlightened me. 

Pech’s own works, Euphonia 


and The Enigma Variations, 
opened and closed the evening. I 
am particularly struck by his abil¬ 
ity to structure his choreography 
so that it gently reflects the musi¬ 
cal compositions without slavish¬ 
ly following them. Although all 
the dancers are of high caliber, it is 
Pech’s own highly musical danc¬ 
ing which shows exactly what his 
intentions are in each phrase. 

Pech is committed to main¬ 
taining a repertory that includes 
many styles of dance, by other 
choreographers as well as himself. 
He understands that dancers need 
a varied diet on which to sharpen 
their artistic teeth, and the audi¬ 
ence needs the stimulation of dif¬ 
ferent dance perspectives. I also 
applaud his efforts to provide live 
performances of the music when¬ 
ever economically feasible. ▼ 


Power plays 

O akland Ballet’s third program 
of the fall season was a pow¬ 
erful combination of two pre¬ 
mieres by Bay Area choreographers 
Betsy Erickson and Alonzo King 
and a revival of Eugene Loring’s 
Billy the Kid. Opening the evening 
was King’s Hovering Slightly Above 
Ground , commissioned for the 
company. To the music of Henryk 
Gbrecki and Paul Giger, King creat¬ 
ed a striking work for a dozen 
dancers. Interweaving sections of 
solo, pas de deux, and ensemble 
dancing, he revealed new sculptur¬ 
al possibilities for one body and 
then two bodies together. Perhaps 
because he was using dancers not 
his own, he was forced to pare 
down, and the resulting simplicity 
was astoundingly beautiful 

Showing the old is just as im- __ 

portant as fostering the new. Billy 

the Kid by Loring is a piece which helps us to see how ballet evolved 
from the classical forms. Despite its now old-fashioned look (it was 
premiered in 1938), there are still striking moments and interest¬ 
ing uses of mime and gesture. It was well danced by the company 
in general, and Joral Schmalle turned in an excellent performance 
as Billy. 

The world premiere of Beneath the Wake by Betsy Erickson was 
the highlight of the evening. To Philip Glass’s Concerto for Violin 
and Orchestra, Ms. Erickson fashioned choreography of the high¬ 
est order. She not only created the undulating quality of move¬ 
ment in the water through the actual steps but in the manipula¬ 
tions of several groups of dancers in an ebb and flow. Her musi¬ 
cal ity is impeccable, and the sheer momentum of her phrasing was

local heroes Parity Division, 
British wonders Chumbawamba, 
dyke folkster Phranc, and glam- 
sters Blue Period. 

Even those bands with strong 
queer followings, including Blue 
Period and Trent’s own Brown- 
Star, elude clear definitions, com¬ 
prised as they are of gay, bi, trans¬ 
gender, and straight musicians in 
various combinations. 

Of course, 


being in a 
band named Brown-Star, named 
for a certain puckering portion of 
the human anatomy, does carry 
with it a certain queer cachet. 

Milkshake turns out to be a 
strong collection, representing a 
wide range of styles, including the 
simplest, rawest, six-chord grunge 
rock of Brown-Star’s own “A Bee’s 
Dream,” which dips its stick into 
queer sexuality and comes up 
with this classic line: “I can feel it 
getting longer, I can feel it getting 
thick. It’s an obvious reaction, but 
it almost makes you sick.” 

Beyond that headbanger, the 
album sports everything from the 
catchy folk-pop of Phranc’s “The 
Ballad of the Dumb Hairdresser” 
to the bluesy ballad “Midnight on 
the Bay” by Red House Painters, 
the hard-hitting punk rock of 
Pansy Division’s “Expiration 
Date,” the up-beat funk of '.Tang’s 
“How Do You Take It?”, the retro, 
vaguely Bowiesque glam-rock of 
Blue Period’s “Monster,” the en¬ 
trancing Gothic dirge of 
Omewenne’s “Violet Morning,” 
and the a cappella, Gaelic-influ¬ 
enced marching anthem “Homo¬ 
phobia” by Chumbawamba. 

In addition, Extra Fancy, 7th 
Betty, 100 Watt Smile, Simon. 
Stinger, Spackle, Knife in Water, 
and Perch all add unadulterated 
rock songs to the album, making 
Milkshake a worthy sampler for 
those inclined to thrash to many 
different drummers. 

Squander squad? 

Given the worthiness of the 
album and the cause it’s intended 
to advance, letting a bankrupt 
corporation squander the pro¬ 
ceeds seems not just unfair, but 
criminal. 

So it is that a give-and-take en¬ 
sues between the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter and Cargo Records Amer¬ 
ica. When asked whether Cargo 
Records America is, in fact, going 
bankrupt, a representative of the 
company, Gubby, replies that in¬ 
deed “the situation is very bad,” 
that the owner, Eric Goodis, “owes 
a lot of money,” and that the busi¬ 
ness “is going to close its doors.” 

However, with regard to the 
Milkshake album, which Gubby 
says he brought in “not knowing 
where the company would be in 
three or four months,” he wanted 
to assure Trent, Cole, and every¬

— the outfit in Chicago he picked 
to distribute 500 copies of Milk¬ 
shake, a compilation CD he and 
his lover and business partner, 
David Cole, produced to benefit 
queer studies programs at San 
Francisco’s Harvey Milk Institute 

— is poised to declare bankrupt¬ 
cy. Having already shipped Milk¬ 
shake to CD 
outlets na¬ 
tionwide, 

Cargo likely 
will close 
shop with¬ 
out returning 
timmi-kat a 
plug nickel. 

“We put it 
in 15 stores 
ourselves,” says 
Trent of the re¬ 
maining 500 
Milkshake CDs 
(a thousand 
total were pro¬ 
duced), “but it’s 
very difficult 
doing it that 
way.” Many 
copies also sold 
via the Internet, 
from Websites 
maintained by 
Brown-Star and 
another band, Red 
House Painters, 
both of which have 
single tracks on the album. 

With Milkshake costing timmi- 
kat about $3,000 to produce and 
publicize, then half the potential 
proceeds apparently going down 
the drain, Trent holds little hope 
of being able to donate much, if 
anything, to the Harvey Milk In¬ 
stitute, which is the album’s os¬ 
tensible reason for existing. 

1 ‘Y&V > n¥ very pfoceiss' of re- ’ 
vealing these matters to a reporter, 
Trent is doing what he seems to 
have a knack for — namely, net¬ 
working to get things done. And 
the results of this particular net¬ 
working session will, in coming 
days, prove surprising. 


Goals of Milk 

Milkshake grew directly out of 
Trent and Cole’s respect for the 
institution Jonathan Katz and a 
host of volunteers, plus a dedicat¬ 
ed staff of one (the irrepressible 
Kevin Schaub), have been build¬ 
ing since 1994. The album’s liner 
notes include a summary of the 
Harvey Milk Institute’s mission, 
which is to offer community edu¬ 
cation “to fulfill the goals of San 
Francisco Supervisor Harvey Milk 
[who] through tireless coalition 
building, campaigning, and good 
humor ... successfully integrated 
people and politics across diverse 
boundaries to educate, empower, 
and defeat bigotry.” 

That noble cause, plus Trent’s 
outgoing personality and the 
partners’ aggressiveness in finding 
recording artists talented enough 
to help fledgling timmi-kat 
ReCoRDS sprout wings and take 
off, led a slew of prominent local, 
national, and international 
recording artists to donate tracks 
for the album. 

The result is a boon for those 
into good old-fashioned rock ’n’ 
roll with a queer edge, as distinct 
from “queercore,” which is rock by 
and about queers. In all, 15 bands 
are featured on Milkshake, most 
of them local and relatively un¬ 
known, but some of national and 
international stature (“It was just 
dumb luck getting Chumbawam¬ 
ba before they got big,” beams 
Trent of the band that headlined 
this year’s San Francisco Gay 
Pride Celebration at Civic Cen¬ 
ter). Only a few of them broadly 
advertise their queerness, such as 


one else that the people at Cargo 
“recognize what this CD is,” and 
that Goodis will personally guar¬ 
antee that timmi-kat receives all 
the proceeds due from the album 
sales. 

“That’s great news,” says Trent 
after getting the word from 
Gubby. All Trent has to do now is 
send along invoices, something 
Gubby claims Trent 
never did, which is 
why he never got re¬ 
imbursed. 

“I sent them 
hand-written item¬ 
ized lists,” counters 
Trent. “I thought 
those were invoic¬ 
es.” 

Paperwork 
aside, Trent is re¬ 
lieved that Cargo 
has got the mes¬ 
sage that the 
queers of San 
Francisco would 
have a hissy fit if 
their very own 
rock album were 
scuttled by out¬ 
siders. 

The local 
rock bands on 
Milkshake need 
the boost the 
album gives 
them, says 
Trent: “If 

you’re not from New 
York or L.A., nobody takes you se¬ 
riously.” 

With Milkshake nominated for 
“Album of the Year” at the Gay 
and Lesbian American Music 
Awards (GLAMA) to be held in 
New York City in March 1999, 
some of our local LGBTQ rockers 
may soon be earning more respect

ballads arranged especially for the 
occasion. Called Chanticleer and 
Friends, the program is intended 
as a yearly opportunity to per¬ 
form with different ensembles 
and guest artists. 

Another potential highlight of 
the new year is Music and Our 
Search for Meaning in May. There 
are two performances scheduled in 
San Francisco at Chanticleer’s sig¬ 
nature performing space, the Basil¬ 
ica of Mission Dolores. Anyone 
who is coming to the group for the 
first time owes it to himself to at¬ 
tend a concert there. The effect of 
music in the Basilica is mesmeriz¬ 
ing, and it will be a pleasure to see 
how Craig Hella Johnson responds 
to the fabulous acoustics there. 

He further predicts other ad¬ 
venturous evenings on the road to 
the new millennium, including 
the possibility of working with 
other media, and perhaps includ¬ 
ing pop, rock and folk on the bill 
of fare. It is safe to predict the re¬ 
sults will be tastefully in keeping 
with Chanticleer’s image — John¬ 
son has no desire to break with a 
winning tradition, but he clearly 
wants to facilitate healthy growth. 

I look forward to watching 
Craig Hella Johnson’s Northern 
California career develop and find 
myself less puzzled by my early 
subliminal likening of him to an¬ 
other relative newcomer on the 
local scene, Michael Tilson 
Thomas. They may not look alike 
and their childhoods are dissimi¬ 
lar, but they both share a common 
trait, a powerful love of music that 
communicates readily. MTT is 
highly extroverted when he shares 
his passion, but the quieter choral 
director is no less persuasive when 
he warms to his topic. 

When I shared this comparison 
with Johnson and asked him if he 
managed to have a life outside of 
music, he laughed and talked 
about his dog and getting into the 
great outdoors. I have a hunch, 
however, that they get their quali¬ 
ty time pretty early in the day. 

Hard on the heels of these off¬ 
hand remarks we chatted about a 
proposed collaboration between 
Chanticleer and a very well-known 
artist who doesn’t want an an¬ 
nouncement until his schedule is 
confirmed. Johnson remained dis¬ 
creet, but if your math equals mine, 
remember you read it here first. In 
the meantime, we can all welcome 
a bright new light in the provincial 
firmament and find new excite¬ 
ment in a cherished institution. T 


This past summer, I saw him 
again as he observed the chorus’s 
highly acclaimed performances of 
Benjamin Britten’s Curlew River at 
Theater Artaud. Friendly and en¬ 
thusiastic, Johnson again showed 
a low-key demeanor. He still was¬ 
n’t nervous when last we spoke, 
close to his own first night. Others 
might well have worried about the 
task of maintaining the reputation 
of an internationally admired or¬ 
ganization, but I suspect a really 
solid grounding is what gives him 
such modest self-confidence. 

Judging from the yearbook- 
style press photo I had first seen, it 
was a pleasant surprise to find 
that Johnson is better-looking and 
more sophisticated in person. 
Those midwestern Norwegian 
roots are attractive and unmistak¬ 
able, but intelligent eyes and a 
good haircut give his boyishness 
an urban edge. 

Born in Minnesota and a grad¬ 
uate of St. Olaf College, he went 
on to study at Juilliard and later 
received a Master of Music in 
choral conducting at the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois, Champaign-Ur- 
bana. He attained his Doctor of 
Musical Arts from Yale, received a 
National Arts Fellowship and 
studied at the International Bach 
Academy, where he learned from 
Helmuth Rilling and conducted 
the Stuttgart Chamber Orchestra 
and the Bach Collegium. Since 
1990, Johnson has been Director 
of Choral Activities at the Univer¬ 
sity of Texas at Austin. 

The list goes on, and his ac¬ 
complishments have earned high 
praise from such informed 
sources as National Public Radio, 
who called him “a Texas treasure.” 
Small wonder he beat a crowded 
field of close to 100 candidates for 
the post at Chanticleer. Johnson’s 
confiding that his “daddy” was a 
Lutheran minister and looking 
forward to a visit from his old 
Texas buddies in San Francisco 
only adds a charmingly earthy 
slant to an amazing resume. 

Settling in 

Now settled into his Rich¬ 
mond district digs and running 
with his dog in the Presidio, Craig 
Hella Johnson is poised on the 
threshold of international recog¬ 
nition. His commitment to fur¬ 
thering Chanticleer founder Louis 
Botto’s legacy is tangible, and he 
also seems clear on the impor¬ 
tance of preserving the group’s 
justifiable renown as Early Music 
specialists. Still, longevity de¬ 
mands growth, and Johnson en¬ 
thusiastically embraces the con¬ 
temporary repertoire, promising 
some exciting commissions and 
collaborations with local per¬ 
formers. In fact, two concerts of 
the new season already make 
good on the pledge. 

March will bring In a New 
Light, Exploring Music by Today's 
Composers. The program includes 
a Bay Area and a world premiere 
along with a newly commissioned 
work from local composer Jon 
Jang, who previously has collabo¬ 
rated with Kronos Quartet and 
Berkeley Repertory Theatre. 

A lively and intriguing series 
will debut in August as Chanti¬ 
cleer and its new leader join forces 
with a regional colleague when 
beloved mezzo-soprano Frederica 
von Stade sings arias and popular

hanticleer, the only

vites it. The recording came out 
just before Martha Argerich un¬ 
leashed her Prokofiev Third with 
MTT in Davies in a performance 
that raised a bar no one has 
jumped over locally since. Right 
after came Argerich’s own new 
recording of the Prokofiev Third 
and First Concertos (EMI Clas¬ 
sics), a release I dreaded since her 
first recording, with Abbado and 
the Berlin Philharmonic, seemed 
unlikely to be improved upon. It 
turns out the new one, with Arg¬ 
erich’s former husband, Charles 


Dutoit, and his Montreal Sym¬ 
phony, is no less exciting yet, like 
her Davies performance, even 
more refined. Separating the two 
Prokofievs on the disc is a tran¬ 
scendent reading of Bartok’s mys¬ 
tical Third Concerto that hovers, a 
la Yeats, like a perne in a gyre. 
Don’t believe me, take a listen. 

Since the pre-season recording 
recommendations came out — 
and rightly found the only record¬ 
ing of Betrothal, Gergiev’s, the one 
to have — another has appeared 
on Melodiya/BMG Classics. It’s a 


live 1990 recording from 
Moscow’s Bolshoi Theater splen¬ 
didly conducted by Alexander 
Lazarev. The cast, which includes 
no familiar names (Moscow is 
farther from St. Petersburg, and 
was even more so in 1990, than it 
looks on a map), ranges from just 
fine to damn fine, and there’s no 
overestimating the importance of 
native Russians in this talky opera. 
Since .the Gergiev version is sold 
out most everywhere, you could 
do far worse than investigate the 
Lazarev. 

Just don’t miss Gergiev in his 
element — live. T

eyond any doubt, the best 
thing that happened to clas¬ 
sical music in the ’90s was 
the fall of the Soviet Union. In 
strictly musical terms, it was en¬ 
acted in San Francisco, where in 
the autumn of 1991 the Opera 
was presenting, of all things, 
Prokofiev’s War and Peace in a 
hands-across-the-water co-pro¬ 
duction with the Kirov Opera in 
St. Petersburg. Make that 
Leningrad when a major contin¬ 
gent of singers from the Maryin- 
sky Theater, the Kirov’s home, ar¬ 
rived in town to rehearse. Make 
that watch CNN, in front of 
which they crowded at every 
break to watch the suits hand over 
the reins of their homeland in 
what must have seemed to most 
of them more like a TV docudra- 
ma than reality. Crowning the 
sense of unreality was the arrival 
of the maestro, Valery Gergiev, the 
Kirov’s music director (and artis¬ 
tic director, de facto manager, 
hero and soul) bound for his 
American opera debut, who got 
on a plane from the Edinburgh 
Festival a Soviet citizen and de¬ 
planed in San Francisco a Russian. 

It couldn’t have happened to a 
nicer genius. Gergiev has been the 
man of the moment ever since. 
Wherever he is — which is 
an impossible number 
of places— is where it’s 
happening. This 
month, praise 

Hospodi, that’s here. 

If you missed his ap¬ 
pearance with the

night, it’s 
not too 
late. The 
Georgian dervish will whirl back 
into town for the first four perfor¬ 
mances of Prokofiev’s Betrothal in 
a Monastery (Nov. 23, 25, 27 and 
28) and then leave his heart in San 
Francisco functionally forever. 
After doing the most searching 
work on the War Memorial stage 
this decade, he’s decamping for 
the Met, where an exclusive 
American contract will make him 
principal guest conductor. Painful 
as his departure will be locally, 
you’ve gotta love a guy for picking 
the company with the best or¬ 
chestra in the country and artistic 
administrator Sally Billingshurst, 
who as AA here scored him that 
San Francisco debut and, now, as 
AA at the Met... Well, you get the 
picture. 

We love you, Sally, oh yes we 
do. Since you’re not with us, we’re 
blue. (Is anyone on the Board, if 
there still is one, considering 
Billingshurst as Mansouri’s suc¬ 
cessor?) 

If an appearance — on tour — 
with his orchestra less than a week 
before an opera opening seems, 
well, irregular, it’s business as 
usual for Gergiev, who has been 
known to conduct at the Met and 
the NY Phil on the same day, and 
for whom Betrothal will be a walk 
in the cloister. It’s his production, 
after all, the cast is larded with 
colleagues and compatriots who 
have performed it with him be¬ 
fore (including at the Met, and on 
tour), and orchestras don’t know 
exactly what he’s going to do until 
he steps into the pit anyway. 
Mostly, this is how he does it. The 
gladiatorial musical press ma¬ 
chine dotes on the fact that no can 
remember seeing him eat, or sleep 
more than an hour at a time. 
Word has it that he drove our 
company director nuts by 


strolling in from a pre-perfor¬ 
mance walk at 7:59 p.m., but hey, 
whatever works. 

The real thing 

What gets said less often is that 
in a world of cookie-cutter con¬ 
ductors and “maverick” maestros 
you can hardly tell apart with 
your eyes closed, 
Gergiev is, indis¬ 
putably, the real 
thing, a musician with 
the goods, tempera¬ 
ment to burn, spon¬ 
taneity, charisma and a 
refining and inspiring fire. 

He’s nat¬ 
urally 
unsur- 


Russian music, but the composers 
for whom he’s demonstrated 
unique flair read like the charac¬ 
ter list from a Russian novel. I 
once didn’t see the point of any¬ 
one but Jimmy Levine conducting 
Verdi’s Otello at the Met, but in a 
broadcast of Gergiev’s there sev¬ 
eral seasons back, the sheer 
creepiness of the sound he drew 
from the strings at the beginning 
of Act IV — dread on the cloven 
hoof — made me physically 
shudder. 

Fortunately, he also records, 
mostly live. What augurs to be the 
record event of the fall, already re¬ 
leased in Europe and due out here 
any moment, is Philips’ recording 
of the 1869 and 1872 versions of 
Mussorgsky’s Boris Godunov, the 
pinnacle of Russian opera, on five 
CDs. If you missed his Davies Hall 
concert with the Kirov Orchestra, 
you’ll have to wait (but probably 
not long) for his Wagner. But you 
can catch the Scriabin 
“Prometheus — Poem of Fire” on 
his latest CD (he’s an exclusive 
with Philips), coupled with 
Stravinsky’s The Firebird (com¬ 
plete ballet). MTT has done a lot 
to teach us The Firebird in his 
tenure here, but more than any 
other conductor in my experi¬ 
ence, Gergiev captures the super¬ 
natural elements of the music in 
playing of unearthly subtlety and 
fire. 

Alexander Toradze, his soloist 
in the “Prometheus” in the 
recording and on the tour, is a 
Gergiev colleague whose impul¬ 
siveness and coiled power has an 
obvious appeal to the conductor. 
Their recent recording of all five 
Prokofiev piano concertos finds 
both of them in peak form, 
Toradze’s volcanic musical char¬ 
acter untamed in music that in-

He’s just a 
dumb vessel for your desire. 

You want to screech some song like 
you were Patti LaBelle’s evil, tone-deaf 
twin sister, and have oodles of boys 
stuff dollar bills under your panty 
waist? As a transvestite, no matter how 
wicked and wrinkled you may appear, 
if you work it right, you can get boys 
to come on to you like ants drawn to 
decaying fruit. Ordinary boys have no 
taste, just naked instinct, which is like 
putty in any drag queen’s hands. 

I bring all this up because if you 
don’t don your once-a-year drag out¬

Fierce beats

eavy-metal roared vocals 

paired up with heavy- 
j, metal guitars, both layered 
over some of the most fierce beats 
you will ever hear blaring from 
the speakers in your house or at 
your favorite club. That’s a rough 
approximation of Fear Factory, 
and of their new remix album Re¬ 
manufacture (Cloning Techgplogy) 
(Roadrunner). The title track, 
“Burn,” “Machines Of Hate,” and 
“21st Century Jesus” are enough 
to wear out the most physically fit 
circuit party attendee. Tracks such 
as “Genetic Blueprint,”“Faithless,” 
“Cloning Technology,” and “Na¬ 
tional Panel Beating” are surpris¬ 
ingly, insightfully funky. 

Attempting to straddle the 
same precarious electronic dance 
music/heavy metal razor-wire 
fence is Josh Wink. On Wink’s 
long-awaited full-length major- 
label debut Herehear (Ovum/Co¬ 
lumbia), he does a pretty good job 
of it. The best examples of how 
torn between the two worlds 
Wink is, are his choices of guest 
performers. Of the disc’s dozen 
tracks, five of them feature vocal¬ 
ists such as Trent Reznor and Car¬ 
oline Crawley. 

Before that, however, Wink 
shows off his much-heralded elec- 
tronica skills on the instrumentals 
“Back In Tha’ Day” and “Hard 
Hit.” After Trent Reznor’s star 
turn on the rough “Black Bomb 
(Jerry In The Bag),” it takes a 
while before the good dance 
music gets revved up. However, 
when it does, you may agree that 
it was worth the wait. Coming in 
succession are “Ah Git Up,” “Track 
9” (with vocals by Sweet Pussy 
Pauline), “Are You There,” and 


“New Groove.” If your intention is 
to dance, skip to track eight and 
get busy. You’ll have almost twen¬ 
ty-five minutes to work up a seri¬ 
ous sweat from the beginning of 
“Ah Git Up” to the end of “New 
Groove.” 

More on the drum-n-bass side 
of the fence, Holon (Hypnotic) by 
Equinox also owes a little some¬ 
thing to the world of industrial 
music. The fact that Bill Leeb (of 
Frontline Assembly) is one half of 
this duo (the other half is Chris 
Patterson) might have something 
to do with it. Holon’s nine tracks 
are active and aggressive, a good 
combination to be when the 
dance-floor is your target. High¬ 
lights include “Contact,” “Janus 
Effect,” “Funk Ass,” “Electronic 
Dreams,” and “Horizon.” 

One of the busiest men in the 
music industry, Brad Laner’s lat¬ 
est offering from Electric Compa¬ 
ny, one of his multitude of band 
projects, is called Studio City. 
Laner, who made a name for him¬ 
self playing in various punk/alter¬ 
native/modern rock outfits such 
as Debt of Nature, Medicine, Am¬ 
nesia, and Lusk, has also previ¬ 
ously recorded two other discs 
under the name Electric Compa¬ 
ny. And “electric” it is. It’s also 
pretty eclectic, moving from trip- 
hop to drum-n-bass to jungle to 
electronica all in the space of ten 
songs (and a little over fifty-five 
minutes). I particularly liked the 
songs “Star Klang,” “Darken an’ 
Slobbering,” “Greenland,” and 
“Soundcard.” If you’re looking to 
compare it to something with 
which you’re already familiar, 
Aphex Twin comes closest. T
